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IN THE WIND 


Team Green's David Ondas and Donnie 
Book (Kaw) won the Tonopah 300 in 
Tonopah, Nevada, on March 29, round 
one of the Best in the Desert Silver State 
Series. Dave Hamel and Dennis Bel- 
ingheri (Kaw) finished second, Destry 
Abbott and KTM Team Manager Scot 
Harden (KTM) finished third, Nick and 
Russell Pearson (KTM) finished fourth 
and Jeff Capt and Tim Staab (Hon) 
closed out the top five overall. The duo 
of Ty Davis and Paul Krause (Kaw) led 
the event until their bike seized. 


Team F&S Kawasaki's Mike Metzger 
has been training and getting ready for 
the remainder of the AMA National 
Motocross and Supercross Series after 
breaking a femur in November at the 
FIM World Supercross in Paris, France. 
Metzger was scheduled to return to rac- 
ing at the Minneapolis Supercross on 
March 15, but had to have emergency 
surgery to remove his appendix and gall 
bladder after experiencing sharp pains 
the week prior to the event. Metzger 
says he should be ready to race by the 
Hangtown National Motocross in Sacra- 
mento, California, on May 4. 


Despite leading the Australian Touring 
Car Championship for the first time, for- 
mer 500cc World Champion Wayne 
Gardner may be forced to withdraw 
from racing due to a lack of funds, 
according to Cycle News contributor Dar- 
ryl Flack. The 37-year-old Gardner won 
his first-ever round of the championship 
at Calder Park on March 15 in his Coca 
Cola-backed Commodore V-eight, but 
says he'll have to reduce his costs dra- 
matically to complete the season. With 
anti-tobacco-sponsorship legislation hit- 
ting Australian car and motorcycle rac- 
ing at the end of 1995, Gardner was 
believed to have outmaneuvered his 
more fancied rivals by securing Coca 
Cola in 1994. It's understood, however, 


that Gardner has put in a considerable . 





amount of his own money since estab- 
lishing Wayne Gardner Racing in 1994, 
with a series of heavy crashes contribut- 
ing to his funding crisis. "We can't 
afford to do the full series - in fact at the 
moment we're only doing the first three 
rounds plus Indy (the Indy Car race on 
April 6),” Gardner said. “I love driving 
these V-eights, but I'm just not prepared 
to keep spending my own money. I 
worked too hard to earn it racing motor- 
cycles to give it all away racing cars." 


The planned public launch at the IRTA 
test in Jerez, Spain, of Kenny Roberts' 
all-new three-cylinder Modenas KR3 
was canceled, with team and bikes 
absent from the Jerez tests with continu- 
ing development problems. Teething 
troubles have thrown the tight schedule 
into disarray, with sources close to the 
team admitting that the machine is now 
unlikely to be ready for the first two or 
three GPs. It may make a publicity 
appearance in Malaysia, at the behest of 
its backer Modenas; but is not likely to 
be in race-ready trim. One problem is 
thought to be crankshaft failures, with 
Tom Walkinshaw Racing engineers 
working flat out to find reliability from 
its first-ever two-stroke engine. The 
clutch is also understood to have suf- 
fered a catastrophic failure in tests in 
Malaysia two weeks ago, locking up the 
transmission, causing rider Jean-Michel 
Bayle to crash and bringing the first seri- 
ous race-track tests to a close. Other 
delays in delivery of components have 
accumulated to put the Modenas seri- 
ously behind a schedule that was 
already rather overambitious. 


Spanish Hondas dominated the three- 
day IRTA test at Jerez last week, with 
Team Pons Movistar riders Alberto Puig 
and Carlos Checa both inside the lap 
record. But the surprise of the weekend 
was Troy Corser. The non-defending 
World Superbike Champion was third

U.S. ISDE World Trophy

Т he AMA has announced the six riders who will represent the United States at 





this year's International Six-Days Enduro (ISDE) in Brescia, Italy, August 19-24. 

The 1997 team will be made up of the same six competitors who scored a third- 
place finish last year in Finland which was America's top finish since 1982 in Czecho- 
slovakia. The riders are 1995 National Enduro Champion Ty Davis (last year's Top 
American at the Six Days), '94 National Enduro Champion Steve Hatch, six-time 
National Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins, ISDE veteran and multi-time gold medal- 
ist Chris Smith, two-time National Hare Scrambles and four-time National Reliability 
Enduro Champion Rodney Smith, and multi-time National Hare Scrambles and Grand 
National Cross County Champion Scott Summers. S 

Perhaps the biggest news of all is that the U.S. squad has picked up a major team 
sponsor for this year's event. Pro Grip, an Italian company and one of the largest han- 
dlebar grip manufacturers in the world, will be the official sponsor of the U.S. Pro Grip 
Trophy Team. 

^With Pro Grip's substantial backing for this year's Trophy team, our riders can 
concentrate on preparing for the ISDE without worrying about the financial burden 
like in years past,” AMA Member Activities Director Hugh Fleming said. 

In addition to the six-man U.S. Pro Grip Trophy Team, Team USA will also include 
a four-member Junior Trophy Team and another 27 riders who will be assigned to 
three-member club teams. As usual, selection of the Junior Trophy and club team mem- 
bers will be based on their individual results from the 1997 AMA National Reliability 
Enduro Series. Last year in Italy, a team from the United States won the club team divi- 
sion for the first time. 

For those who are interested in going to Italy to spectate or to assist Team USA's 
effort in Brescia, the AMA will again be offering a tour package that will include 
round-trip airfare to Milan, rental car and 13 nights at Brescia's Hotel Majestic, the offi- 
cial Team USA hotel for the ISDE. Each tour package also includes an official Team 
USA jacket. 

Tour prices range from $1957 to $2161 and depart from several U.S. cities and, of 
course, prices are subject to change due to exchange-rate fluctuations. Prices are also

Marlboro and Ваіпеу: on 
again, off again 





dollar amateurism, after an astonishing about-face has its ambassadors coming 
back to Yamaha and Team Rainey, two months after unexpectedly and sudden- 
ly dropping them. 

The biggest sponsors in motorcycle racing took Wayne Rainey and the Yamaha fac- 
tory by surprise when they abruptly informed them in late January that they were to 
withdraw expected backing. Now it seems that parts of the international Phillip Morris 
empire were also taken by surprise, and a rebellion within the company has seen the 
decision overturned, with only weeks to go before the.first Grand Prix. 

The rescue bid failed, however, coming too late to divert Yamaha and Team Rainey 
from the course that Marlboro's withdrawal had obliged them to follow, running in 
Yamaha factory colors without a brand-name sponsor. 

Phillip Morris, the tobacco giant which owns and operates the Marlboro brand 
worldwide, decided in late January to put all of its 500cc-class backing behind Kenny 
Roberts and his new three-cylinder Modenas project. Until then, Rainey had been fully 
confident of backing, after continuing discussions throughout the winter. 

At the time, he said: “Marlboro has supported me for a long time, and now they've 
decided not to support me. I can understand that. But they gave no warning in our pre- 
vious discussions, and the decision came too late to-give us time to look for another 
sponsor." 

The Yamaha factory team had enjoyed Marlboro backing since the early '80s. Now 
the factory stepped in with a promise to support the team itself for the season, and the 
bikes appeared at the Jerez tests in Yamaha colors. 

However, behind closed doors at Jerez, Marlboro representatives were locked in 
discussions with Rainey and Yamaha, trying to find a way to reverse the decision. 

This put Rainey in a strong bargaining position, and while he had declined to com- 
ment, sources close to the team suggest that he might have been willing to cut a deal, 
which would necessarily be on favorable terms for him. One point is thought to be a 
contract for 1998 as well. 

However, it is understood that the Japanese factory, who was insulted by the way 
the original sponsorship cut was made without warning or consultation, was quite 
reluctant to re-engage with Marlboro. 

Again, Yamaha wouldn't comment officially, but its men on the ground conveyed 
the attitude that the team's plans for the 1997 season, having once been disrupted 
through no fault of its own, are now fully in place. It would have taken more than 
Marlboro could offer to make Yamaha change its mind. 

The reason for the U-turn seems to be a lack of communication within Phillip Mor- 
ris. The decision to go with Roberts alone was taken in the European headquarters in 
Switzerland, the central sponsorship office. One reason given since then is that 
Rainey's 1996 Marlboro backing came from Phillip Morris Italy, and was attached to 
Italian rider Loris Capirossi. Capirossi walked out of Team Rainey in October, switch- 
ing back to the 250cc class with the factory Aprilia team. 

The Asian wing of Phillip Morris was ignorant of this, and only discovered a month 
or more later that it no longer had the official Yamaha 500cc team and top Japanese 
rider Norifumi Abe. 

The situation is compounded by delays in the Marlboro Modenas KR3 program, 
with the all-new three-cylinder Team Roberts machine missing the Jerez IRTA tests, 
and now unlikely to make the first two races of the year, in Malaysia and Japan. 

It is understood that Phillip Morris executives in Hong Kong initiated the rebellion 
against the Swiss decision, кырс the Lausanne office to go directly to the firm's 
headquarters in New York. 

The new Marlboro deal offered to Rainey and Yamaha is believed to have come 
directly from Asia, and would not affect the Swiss deal with Roberts.

Lusk came back and easily won his 
semi, then passed Hughes and Honda of 
Troy's Larry Ward in the main event 
before opening up a solid lead that 
would carry him across the finish line 
with seven seconds to spare over even- 
tual second-place finisher Jeremy 
McGrath. In the heat race, Lusk was 
leading when he fell over in a turn and 
was struck by Hughes. 

^] fell in front of him and I felt like it 
was pretty unsportsmanlike in the way 
he just ran over me and really didn't try 
to go around me,” Lusk said. “And that 
really upset me and got me fired up. I 
came out for the rest of the night real 
aggressive and I wasn't going to take 
second." 

The win was also the first of the 
Georgian's career. Lusk has seen a few

"sure wins" slip through his fingers 
since turning pro a few years ago, usual- 
ly the result of some untimely crashes. 
So, for Lusk, the win at Orlando was 
long overdue and came as a great relief. 
"It (the win) hasn't hit me yet," said 
Lusk with an ear-to-ear grin. “But I’m 
happy, you know. I'm just... I can't 
believe it was that easy, too. І was mak- 
ing mistakes but still turning in fast laps 
and pulling away. I mean, what more 


'could*I ask for? I just don't know what 


to say." E 
It wasn't until the 11th lap when 
Lusk, on his Steve Butler-tuned YZ250, 








took the lead away from Ward. But first 
it was Hughes who turned in four 
strong laps before developing problems 
with his breathing due to asthma. Strug- 
gling for each breath, Hughes slid back 
through the pack to where he would 
eventually finish in seventh. Ward 
assumed the lead on the fifth lap and 
held Lusk at bay for another six laps 
until Ward started to drop back with 
arm pump. 

"I don't know, I started getting real 
tight and there was nothing I could do,” 
Ward said. 

Lusk put fading Ward between him- 
self and the rest of the pack and used 
this as an opportunity to get away from 
the 20-rider field, including McGrath in 
fourth place, who was having a hard 
time getting around his teammate Mike 
LaRocco. With valuable championship 
points on the line, McGrath desperately 
searched for a clean line around his fel- 
low Team Suzuki rider which he finally 
found six laps later. But, by that time, 
the damage was already done. After 
passing LaRocco for third, McGrath 
quickly got by Ward but had lost just 
too much ground on the high-flying 
Lusk, who was showing no signs of let- 
ting up. 

For the second week in a row, 
McGrath had to settle for runner-up 
honors. But this time, at least, he man- 
aged to gain a few precious points on 
series leader and last week's winner Jeff 
Emig, who went from fourth after the 
first lap, to fifth, then back up to third 


where he would finish out the night. 
Emig made an important pass on 
LaRocco, who tipped over in a turn, late 
in the race to keep McGrath from gain- 
ing only two points on him instead of 
four. Still, McGrath closed the gap on 
Emig to just nine points with four 
rounds left to go. 

Following LaRocco across the finish 
line in fifth was Ward, while Manches- 
ter Honda Racing's Damon Bradshaw 
took sixth after getting off to a 12th- 
place start. Seventh went to Hughes, fol- 
lowed by Chaparral's Phil Lawrence 
and Primal Impulse/Thor/Honda's 
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Buddy Antunez, the recently crowned 
AMA. Arenacross Champion. Rounding 
out the top 10 was Kawasaki of Mexi- 
co/Tecate's Pedro Gonzalez in what 
was his first ride on a 250 since 1995. 
And what about Jimmy Button, the 
Team Chaparral/Yamaha rider who put 
together a couple of top-five finishes the 
past two weeks? Things did not go well 
for him at Orlando. Button qualified for 
the main event but not before suffering 
a dislocated shoulder in a practice ses- 
sion earlier in the day. In the main, But- 
ton said that the shoulder "kept pop- 
ping out, at least 10 times." Button rode 
through the pain and finished a 
respectable 12th, one spot behind Ore- 
gon's Ryan Huffman, another young 
rider who has been riding well as of late. 
Lusk got his night off to a good start 
after grabbing the holeshot in the first 
250cc heat race, with Moto 
XXX /O'Neal/HSKS of Ocala’s Brian 
Swink, Hughes and McGrath tucking in 
right behind Lusk's works Yamaha. 
Three turns into the race, though, Lusk 
lost the front end on the slick track and 
went down, hitting the ground just as 
Swink went by. Lusk's fall messed up 
Swink's momentum and prevented him 
from jumping the following triples, but 
not McGrath's. The Suzuki rider leapt 
into the lead, while Hughes, who had 
made contact with the fallen Lusk, fol- 
lowed the defending champ into sec- 
ond, making the top order after one lap: 
McGrath, Hughes, Swink and LaRocco. 
“1 sensed someone coming in on me 








on the inside," Lusk said of his crash. 
“So I went up a little higher than I 
should've; I got into some mud and fell 
right in front of someone (Swink) and 
Hughes." 

Lusk got back on his bike but would 
not be a factor among the leaders. 

McGrath slowly pulled away from 
Hughes and would go on to score an 
easy win. Hughes, however, had Swink 
to contend with throughout the race, 
especially a few laps from the finish 
when Swink actually passed the 
Kawasaki rider for second. But Hughes 
came right back and again took control 








of second for the rest of the race. Swink 
held on to third, while LaRocco, who 
ran a close fourth the whole race was 
nearly passed by Bradshaw at the finish 
line. Following Bradshaw across the line 
was Antunez in sixth and Ryan Huff- 
man in seventh. 

Emig nailed the holeshot in the sec- 
ond heat race but Suzuki's Greg Alber- 
tyn made a surprise inside move and 
shot into the lead with Emig settling 
into second, Ward in third and 
Lawrence in fourth. 

Albertyn led for a couple of laps until 
Emig went to the outside and passed the 
three-time World Champion. Albertyn 
nearly got Emig back in the next turn 
but couldn't make the pass stick. Then, 
all of a sudden, Ward got in on the 
action and pushed Albertyn off the track 
coming out of a turn; Albertyn rode 
along side of the track for a few yards 
and re-entered the course before anyone 
else could get past him. 

A lap earlier, in the exact same spot, 
Button, already taking some heat for 
making contact with a few riders at the 
previous supercross round in Houston, 
ran his teammate Lawrence off the track 
while taking possession of fourth place. 
Lawrence went down in the incident but 
quickly got back up and going. 

“1 was so mad," Lawrence said. "T 
didn't know who did it and when I 
looked up and saw it was Button, my 
teammate, I couldn't believe it. I didn't 
think he would ever do that to me, but 
now I know." 

Meanwhile, up front, Emig set the 
pace but couldn't pull away from Ward. 
The two riders raced closely down to 
the finish with Emig hanging on for the 
win over Ward. 

Albertyn looked to have third place 
all but locked up but suffered a spectac- 
ular getoff over a series of double jumps 
and was carried off of the infield on a 
stretcher with a back injury. He did get 
back on his feet and took a few steps 
before sitting back down. 

Button inherited third when Albee 
crashed, and Lawrence passed Grayson 
Goodman late in the race for fourth and 
a direct transfer to the main. 

Lusk again shot his Yamaha to the 
front of the pack at the start of the first 
250cc semi but this time he would never 
give up the lead, though lappers got in 
his way a few times late in the race and 
allowed Bradshaw to get close at the fin- 
ish. 

Third place went to Huffman, who 
ran second in the race for a short time, 
followed by Antunez in fourth. Kawasa- 
ki rider James Eickel squeaked in for a 
transfer to the main with a fifth-place 
finish. 

Goodman scored the second semi 
win after a shaky couple of laps early in 
the race. He battled with Kawasaki rider 
Mike Jones for a while before taking 
control and moving on for the win. Gon- 
zalez worked his way up through the 
pack and slipped past Jones on the last 
lap for second place. Third went to 
Jones, followed by Kawasaki rider Jason 
Frenette and Oregon's Ty Birdwell. Just 
missing out on a direct transfer after 
crashing a couple of times was F&S 
Suzuki rider Cliff Palmer. 

Jeff Hedden, another F&S Suzuki 
rider, made a spectacular third-to-first 
pass on Mike Katin and Jason Thomas 
to win the Last Chance Qualifier. Hed- 
den got off to a midpack start and 
quickly made his way to the front of the 
field. With the final two transfer posi- 
tions on the line, Hedden launched off a 
triple jump and passed both Katin and 
Thomas on the second-to-last lap, a 
move that would ultimately win him the

race. Katin edged out Barry Carsten, 
who had passed Thomas on the last lap, 
to land the final transfer position of the 
night. 

Ward powered his Marshal Plumb- 
tuned Honda into the lead at the start of 
the main event just ahead of Hughes, 
Lusk, LaRocco and Emig. Swink settled 
into fourth, Katin fifth and McGrath 
sixth. 

“I got smoked off the start,” McGrath 
said. “I didn't have the rpm high 
enough I think and kind of bogged it off 
the line. Got smoked." 

Before the first lap was over, Hughes 
made his way around Ward for the 
lead, while Swink took a trip over the 
handlebars after coming up short over a 
triple jump. It was a hard fall that left 
Swink lying on the side of the track, 
curled up in pain. For about three laps,

the riders were forced to single the 
triples while paramedics attended the 
downed rider. 

Despite being off the bike for a few 
weeks with an injured knee and a case 
of chicken pox, Hughes looked as strong 
as ever as he led the pack around the 
technical Orlando track, but this would 
all change by the fourth go-around. 

“1 felt good, got a good start, but I’ve 
got asthma and it just kicked up today," 
Hughes said. “I’ve been battling with it 
all day. Even in practice I'd go three or 
four laps and pull over and try to get 
my breath back. Even in the heat race I 
was hating it. In the main, five laps into 
it, I was struggling, gasping for air the 
whole time. I didn't think I was going to 
make it." 

But he did. Hughes would end up 
finishing seventh. 

Ward was the new leader after five 
laps, and Lusk was enjoying sole control 
of second. Emig was having his prob- 
lems finding his rhythm when both 
LaRocco and McGrath scooted by the 
series points leader. 

“I just didn't flow," Emig said. "I was 
confident I could pass everybody ahead 
of me but I just didn't get the job done." 

By the halfway point there were two 
distinctive battles going on: the one 
between Ward and Lusk for the lead, 
and, a few seconds back, the one 
between LaRocco and McGrath for third 
and fourth. 

Ward simply could not shake Lusk. 
The Yamaha rider was determined to 
make the pass but was just waiting for 
the right moment to make his move. 

“I didn't really want to force any- 
thing because I knew Larry wouldn't 
ride a good, safe race, so to speak," Lusk 
said. "But I-wanted to get by him real 
quick because I knew he'd start to fade - 
we were getting to the halfway point - 
and he would hold me up if I didn't get 
by quick." 

Lusk saw his chance on lap 11 and 
passed Ward for the lead, and then he 
took off. 

"I was able to get by him (Ward) and 
put some time on the guys behind me. 
Once I got by Larry I put the hammer 
down to get away, 'cause the track was

kind of hard to pass on and there were 
places that it was kind of easy to make a 
mistake. I was hoping he (Ward) would 
hold them up a little bit, enough time to 
give me some room.” 

Lusk opened up a comfortable lead, 
while Ward dropped off the pace ever 
so slightly. A few laps later, McGrath 
finally got around LaRocco. 

“I felt pretty good, charging through 
the pack, made some good passes, had 
some good lines,” McGrath said. “I 
don't know, I just got behind. LaRocco 
and he held me up a few laps. It seems 
like Га get by him, he'd pass me back, 
I'd get by him and he'd pass me back. 
As you know, I’ve been too пісе some- 
times in my career. Maybe this is one of 
those times." 

Once past LaRocco, McGrath found 
himself breathing down Ward's back. 
McGrath came up, went to the inside of 
Ward and passed him in a turn. Ward 
did not put up a fight. 

“1 was done by that point," Ward 
said. "My arms were pumped up and I 
was just tight." 

With five laps left to go, the lead rid- 
ers - Lusk, McGrath, LaRocco, Emig and 
Ward - had suddenly become fairly 
spread out, and the only question left 
now was whether Emig would catch 
and pass LaRocco. 

Emig slowly reeled LaRocco in, then 
the Suzuki rider tipped over in a rutted 
turn and the question was answered. 

Lusk took the win with seven sec- 
onds on second-place McGrath, who 
was almost just as far ahead of third- 
place Emig. LaRocco finished a distant 
fourth, followed by Ward, Bradshaw, 
Hughes and Lawrence. 

“1 made some mistakes but I had 
some fast lap times," Lusk said. "I just 
kept going at that pace all the way 
through the last few laps." 

Lusk knew he had it won by the time 
the white flag came out. 

"Things were going through my 
mind long before the white flag, let me 
tell ya,” Lusk said. “With five laps to go, 
I'm thinking, ‘What should I do? Should 
I keep racing or just start looking back? 
So I just tried not to look back at all, just 
keep focussing ahead, puttin’ in the 
good laps, and it just all came together 
ѕо easy. 

“Tt hasn't hit me right now, but it will 
tomorrow,” Lusk said of his first career- 
supercross win. "Next weekend I'll be 
super relaxed. I'm just going to go out 
now and have fun, and enjoy the plea- 
sures of winning." CN

cushion over his nearest competitor. 
Carmichael led all 15 laps, untouched, 
for his second win of the series. 

Team Suzuki's Tim Ferry made it a 1- 
2 Floridian sweep by recording his 
fourth second-place finish in as many 
rounds and, with it, moves back into the 
series points lead for the second time 
this season. 

But the rider of the hour was 
Carmichael. 

“Tt feels awesome,” he said. "Two 
wins this year - it feels great, I couldn't 
be happier. I pulled the holeshot and 
put 15 perfect laps together. I had some 
good lines. I had it dialed in. Those guys 
were behind me for a little while and 
then I was able to open up some breath- 
ing room and ride my own race." 

Team Honda's lone soldier at Orlan- 
do was Scott Sheak, who rounded the 
first turn in sixth place but would work 
his way up to third at the finish, passing 














series points leader John 
Dowd late in the race. 

The 125cc class action 
got under way with Team 
Chaparral/Yamaha's Chad 
Pederson  nailing the 
holeshot in the first heat 
race just ahead of Manches- 
ter Honda's Robbie Skaggs, 
Honda of Troy's Stephane 
Roncada, Team Moto XXX's 
Brian Deegan and Ferry. 

Pederson led the way 
until he bailed hard over a 
triple jump on the third lap, 
which resulted in a torn ten- 
don in his hand. According 
to Pederson's team manag- 
er, Larry Brooks, Pederson 
hit the rear brake going 
over the jump and killed the 
motor, resulting in a hard 
landing that sent Pederson 
over the bars. 

Skaggs inherited the 
lead, but for only a short 
time. Both Ferry and Ronca- 
da slipped by the Honda 
rider, making the final finishing order 
Ferry, Roncada, Skaggs, Deegan and 
Chaparral's Greg Schnell. 

The second heat race saw Sheak score 
a wire-to-wire victory over Dowd, who 
got off to a fifth-place start. Carmichael 
crashed just a few feet out of the starting 
gate and spent the entire race coming up 
through the pack. 

Up front, Dowd found himself in sec- 
ond while Suzuki rider Barry Carsten 
and Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's 
David Pingree got together and crashed. 
Carsten ended up finishing the race in 
14th, but Pingree was out for the night 
with a chest injury. 

Dowd closed the gap and challenged 
Sheak for the lead right down to the end 
but could never make the pass. 
Carmichael came from dead last to 
third, while Yamaha rider Jeromy Buehl 
finished fourth. Kawasaki-mounted 
Robbie Horton rounded out the top five. 











After getting spit off his bike and 
ringing his bell in his earlier heat race, 
Suzuki support rider Charlie Bogard 
came back to win the Last Chance Qual- 
ifier over another Suzuki rider, Tony 
Lorusso. 

Carmichael and his Chad Watts- 
tuned KX125 were simply a level above 
the rest of the field in the 125cc main on 
this night in Florida. By the second lap, 
Carmichael had already opened up a 
lead of a few seconds over the second- 
place rider, Deegan, and would just 
about double that distance with each 
passing lap. 

But there was plenty of racing action 
going on behind the leader. Deegan ran 
second for a while ahead of Schnell, 
Dowd, Ferry, Sheak and Roncada. By 
the fourth lap, Ferry had taken control 
of second and a couple of laps later, 
Dowd had third all to himself. Dowd 
was the rider to watch as he closed the 
gap on Ferry and was threatening to 
pass.

“I 
made a pass on him (Ferry) and he came 
across on me on the inside of the turn; I 
guess I left a little too much room there. 
I thought I cut to the inside but I guess 
he cut in a little more and got my front 





wheel there. I almost went down and it 
kind of screwed me up down the entire 


' next straightaway. I rolled a couple of 


jumps before I got going again. 

“1 was kind of having a problem with 
staying smooth and relaxed. “I was 
struggling a little bit myself. I’m just a 
little unhappy with my performance. I 
just hope I can get over this." 

Schnell took the checkers in fifth, fol- 
lowed by Roncada, Deegan, Team 
Green/HSKS of Ocala's Paul Currie, 
Morgan Racing's Doug Deehan and 
Buehl.

Supercross. It had more than its share of excitement when, earlier 
in the day, while the first 250cc practice session was in progress, a 
thunderstorm came through the Orlando area and blew the team's 
$18,000 awning up arid over the team's hauler. The wind was.so 
strong that a Suzuki four-wheeler, being: used as ал anchor to help 
keep the awning from blowing away, was tossed up and over the 
team's trailer. The quad landed on the other side of the trailer, on its 
wheels, and left a hole in the top of the trailer along the way. Also, a 
couple of the team's huge tool boxes where blown over - they, too, 
where tied. down to the awning - and one of the boxes tumbled over 
on Team Ferry's bikes, ‘smashing its exhaust pipe. radiator and 
| other parts. Getting sandwiched in between the bike and the tool- 
box was Ferry's mechanic Lee McCollum. “It was crazy," said 
McCollum while rubbing what will no-doubt be a good-size bruise on 
his leg the next day. "The wind came up and we were doing every- 
thing we could to hold the. awning down. I júst now finished getting 
my tools back in order (about two hours after the storm." It looked 
as though a bomb had gone off in the Suzuki pits. Many of the 
other teams .came to Suzuki's aid, helping remove the heavy can- 








vas off the top of the team's hauler and disassembling the huge alu- 
minum poles, some of which were bent like pretzels. “| just can't 
thank everyone enough, the other teams that came over to help." 
Roger DeCoster, Suzuki's team manager said. "Honda, Chaparral, 
KTM and other teams loaned 'us 
EZ-Ups to use for the rest of the 
day." 


Injuries have hit the 250cc 
class hard lately and more rid- 
ers were added to the disabled 
list at Orlando. Already on the 
list are Suzuki's Michael Pichon 
(leg), Kawasaki's Damon Huff- 
man (ankle), Honda of Troy's 
Mike Kiedrowski (thumb) and 
Mike Craig (shoulder), and 
Honda's . Steve Lamson 
(thumb). Now on the list is 
another Suzuki rider, Greg 
Albertyn (below). Albertyn 
has competed at the Orlando 
Supercross three times in his 
career and all three times have 
ended in a trip to the hospital. 
The previous two times at 
Orlando, Albertyn walked off 
the track with a dislocated 
shoulder. This time he was car- 
ried off the track on a stretcher 
with a back injury. Albertyn lost 
: control. of his Suzuki during a 
heat race and was launched over a jump. at speed. Albertyn let 
go of his motorcycle in midair and landed on the side of the 
track on his back. Albertyn.cracked two bones in his lower back 
and will be out of action for a few weeks. Overall, Albertyn says 
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he will be fine. Also injured at Orlando was Brian Swink, who 
bailed on the first lap of the 250cc main. It has been reported 
that Swink suffered broken ribs in the crash. Team 
Chaparral/Yamaha lost a rider for an undetermined amount of 
time - Chad Pederson crashed in his heat race in the 125cc 
class and, at last report, suffered à torn tendon in his hand. Yet 
another 125cc rider, Pro Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's David 
Pingree. was hauled off to the hospital with a possible punc- 
tured lung after. crashing in his heat race. 


The AMA was busy handing out fines in Orlando. The hardest 
hit were Damon Bradshaw and Pedro Gonzalez. Bradshaw and 
Gonzalez got into a post-race shoving match that cost them 
$2000 each, and they were both fined another.$1000 each - as 
was Phil Lawrence - for jumping a double jump under the red- 
cross flag when Brian Swink crashed. 


Honda of Troy's Larry Ward was awarded the 1-900-PRO- 
RACE Holeshot Award of $1000 in the 250cc class, and 
Ricky Carmichael took home an extra $500 for holeshotting the 
125cc main. 


Faces in the crowd: Some óf those who reportedly spectated 
the Orlando Supercross were a couple of members of the Orlan- 
do Magic basketball team. Penny Hardaway and Dennis Scott. 
NASCAR's Mark Martin was also on hand, as was MTV's 
Kennedy. 


Speaking of Kennedy, she along with Team Kawasaki's Jeff 
Emig and MTV's film crew got together at the Orlando track Fri- 
day morning to film an upcoming show for MTV's spring break 
coverage. The filming was for MTV's how-to specials where 
Kennedy gets lessons from top people ín their respective field of 
expertise. On Friday, Kennedy rode a Kawasaki KX100 with Emig 
over à couple of jumps specially built just for Kennedy to ride 
over. The show will also include segments with tennis pro: Pete 
Sampras, Metallica drummer: Lars Ulrich, actor Martin Short (оп 
ballroom dancing? and chef Emiril. The production wraps up on 
April 21 and should Бе aired sometime soon after that. 


Also. on Friday, Team Suzuki's Jeremy McGrath, Greg Albertyn, 
Wyatt Seals (McGrath's mechanic), Roger DeCoster (Suzuki's 
team manager), Pro. Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Ricky 
Carmichael, Chaparral/Yamaha's Jimmy Bütton, supercross 
announcer Leanne Tweeden and journalist Davey Coombs, partic- 
ipated in the Richard Petty Driving Experience at Disney 
World, where people get the chance to drive NASCAR-type race 
cars on a track. Reportedly, McGrath's times were the quickest 
with a speed average of 147.3 mph, and the slowest speed aver- 
age was Coombs’ at 116.5 mph.

LOMMEL, BELGIUM, MAR. 23 
here was no fairy-tale comeback to 
the 500cc World MX Series for 
Yamaha, but the combined forces 
of Disney and the Brothers Grimm 
could not have written a better screen- 
play at Lommel in northern Belgium. 

Ninety-nine percent of the onlookers 
were left reaching for their programs to 
find out just who Kawasaki number 59 
was. It was 25-year-old Estonian Avo 
Leok - and he beat them all. 

Leok, living in Belgium and riding for 
the private PSM team, holeshot and sim- 
ply fled into the distance in race one. By 
the third lap he was out of sight of the 
rest with a 13-second lead and he contin- 
ued to extend his advantage for another 
three laps, as Jacky Martens sought a 
way past Dietmar Lacher for second. 

After 15 minutes fhe Belgian veteran 
was second, and at half distance started 
to attack Leok's lead. In two laps ће had 
wiped it out and a fall by the Estonian a 
lap later left the 1993 champion nearly 
half a minute ahead and still pulling 
away. 

Leok's fall dropped him back into the 
clutches of Kurt Nicoll, though the Brit 
never realized he was in the hunt. 

“Т thought he was a backmarker," 
Nicoll said. ^We nearly crashed together 
after I went round the outside of him at 
the end of the start straight." 

Completing the "pensioners' podi- 
um” as Leok's brave challenge faded in 
the final laps was Gert Jan Van Doorn. 
Martens is 33, the other two, Nicoll and 
Van Doorn, 32. 

Pre-race favorite Joel Smets had 
already gone over the bars on the sec- 
ond lap but was recovering fast by 
midrace when he tried to follow Van 
Doorn past Jonte Engdahl in a space 
which didn't exist, fell and had to recov- 
er once again from 13th to pass Andrea 
Bartolini for seventh on the final lap. 

The Italian had given the factory 
Yamaha a superb GP debut after a terri- 
bie start had left him 17th on the open- 


ing lap. 





"| am very happy,” Bartolini said. “I 
am not a sand rider and I was able to 
move forward from 12th place in the 
second half of the race. Our bike is so 
light compared to the rest." 

Teammate Peter Johansson was less 
happy. “I got stuck behind the (Frederick) 
Hedman (Gerald) Delepine collision in 
the first turn and was 37th. My first three 
laps were really good and I was already 
12th, but then I completely lost my 
rhythm in the second half of the race." 

Defending champ Shayne King rode 
a wonderful recovery race from 35th on 
lap one. “We fitted a new clutch and I 
didn't warm it up enough before the 
start,” King said. "I was so slow out of 
the gate." But the Kiwi was 10th at the 
finish. 

Fastest qualifier Peter Dirkx was 
even further back after stalling at the 
gate. He crossed the line 15th after start- 
ing 30 seconds behind everyone, but it 
was a wasted effort. Jury president 
Albert Hofhuis, said, “He could not start 
his bike and’ Toon Karsmakers kicked it 
for him. I had no alternative but to dis- 
qualify him."

The second moto was no less dra- 
matic. 

Lacher led on the first lap before 
Leok took over again.-“I was trying too 
Hard to stay at the front and tensed up," 
Lacher said. ^I settled down again after I 
had dropped back to eighth, but then 
the front wheel washed out and put me 
even further back. I quit when I came 
over a bank and smashed into Martens" 
Husky." 

The first-moto winner had gone 
down in the first turn with Bartolini but 
was chasing through hard behind first- 
race runner-up Nicoll, who had crashed 
alone on lap one. They were through to 
15th and 17th, split by Shayne King, 
when Martens' Husky seized. 

Nicoll forged on toward the top 10 
but had to reduce his pace in the closing 
laps. The defending champ had paced 
himself better to eventually finish 
eighth. ^I just slept at the gate this 
time," Nicoll said. “After about six laps I 
saw that I had blown a seal on the forks 
and had to ease my pace a little and 
then, in the final two laps, I had to work 
hard to defend that eighth place. I start- 





ed to suffer fuel starvation; I actually 
ran out as I crossed the line." 

The man chasing him was Johansson, 
sixth at half distance until carburetion 
problems slowed the Yamaha. Team- 
mate Bartolini had been no higher than 
22nd when he quit "before I hurt 
myself," he explained. 

Smets had been another brought 
down in the first turn but, despite pain 
from his midweek thigh injury, he rode 
a hard, strategic race without further 
mistakes for fourth. 

The problems of the big names 
opened the way for Leok again. He 
withstood everything Van Doorn could 
throw at him, but finally had to bow to 
Boonen two laps from the end. But sec- 
ond was enough to win the GP. 

Darryll King's Husky debut brought 
just three points from 13th in race one, a 
similar finish in race two being denied 
him when a sticking front brake sent 
him over the bars. 

Keith Bowen's European career 
brought no points but he battled to the 
finish twice. 

Sand races often produce atypical 
results but none of the favorites made a 
big score and the series effectively starts 
in earnest at round two in Italy, but no- 
one can ever take away the win from 
Leok nor deny that he fully deserved the 
honor. CN

t was Honda’s turn to dominate in 

the second round of the World 

Championship 250cc MX Series at 
Agueda in Portugal and a 25th career 
GP success moved defending champion 
Stefan Everts into a points tie with open- 
ing-round winner Tallon Vohland in the 
standings. 

The American was again very fast 
but suffered from his poor starts, a 
major handicap on a track hardly wor- 
thy of championship status. The Yama- 
ha leader caught up to second-placed 
Everts towards the end of the first moto 
but eventually crossed the line five sec- 
onds down after being forced to go off 
the single groove in search of an open- 
ing. 

rhe first-moto winner had been 
Swede Jocke Karlsson on the other HRC 
Honda from the rival RWJ team as six 
red bikes filled out the top 10. It was a 
similar story in race two as Honda took 
four of the first six places, only title can- 
didates Marnicq Bervoets, second on 
Suzuki, and Vohland, fourth this time, 
preventing a whitewash. 

Kawasaki's best placings in each 
moto was eighth, each time from sup- 
port riders as the entire factory team 
was absent. Remy Van Rees was already 
missing in Spain with a dislocated 
shoulder, Frederic Bolley had with- 
drawn from Portugal before leaving the 
series opener because of his broken toe, 
and on the Wednesday between the 
races in the Iberian Peninsula joint 
points leader Sebastien Tortelli with- 





drew when it became clear that he had 
torn ankle ligaments in his second race 
crash in Spain. The 125cc champ is 
receiving laser treatment and all three 
hope to return for round three in Hol- 
land. 

Mike Brown's GP career remains 
pointless. Handicapped by his Spanish

ritain's Doug Lampkin was 
2 the first-ever World 

Cup Indoor Trials Champion 
after a tremendous final-round battle 
which went to the wire - and beyond - 
with arch-rival Marc Colomer, in the 
10th and final round. 

Inseparable at the end.of the Grand 
Final, which included a rare dead heat 
in the race, Lampkin and Colomer took 
the decision to two sudden-death tie- 
breakers before a winner could be deter- 
mined. When Lampkin cleaned the 
waterfall and Colomer was forced to 
dab it, it was suddenly all over and 
Lampkin had clinched his first World 
title. 

The trial in Monaco, the tiny tax 
haven principality between Italy and 
France, most famous for hosting the For- 
mula One Grand Prix around its streets, 
was held as usual in a small 2500-seat 
marquee. And the event was unique in 
having royal patronage as both Prince 
Rainer and Prince Albert were in atten- 
dance. 

Just six riders were invited, the mini- 
mum allowed for a World Champi- 
onship event, and to give the final 
round some added flavor a three-lap 
format was followed with the last two 
riders in each round failing to go for- 
ward to the next. So there was a six-man 
heat, four-man semi and a two-man 
head-to-head final. It was hoped that 
Colomer and Lampkin would ride 
through to the final and that was exactly 
how it worked out. 

In the small arena, just five sections 
were arranged, plus the race which was 
very technical, comprised of a series of 
5-inch-wide concrete beams which had 
to be ridden along, hopped across and 
straddled with perfect skill and balance 
- all against the clock. 

French rider Bruno Cammozzi and 
Britain's Graham Jarvis were the first 
two riders into the arena and both start- 
ed with a five on the opening section, 
comprised of a large pyramid of empty 
wooden cable drums which were set at 
awkward angles to each other and were 
even more awkward than normal. 
Jarvis, on the Scorpa, was to finish last 
yet again, but this has been his first sea- 
son of riding indoors. He cleaned only 
the third section which was mastered by 
everyone despite the fact that it looked 
quite spectacular, a variety of wine bar- 
rels ranging from about 30 gallons to a 


. wheeled tanker. 


Joining Graham as a first-round loser 
was Spaniard Amos Bilbao, a real sur- 
prise as he has made all the finals in the 
series. After taking just a dab on the 
opener and cleaning the next two (the 
second a large pile of ammunition 
boxes), Bilbao surprisingly slumped to 
three quick maximums, including a five 
on the race section and suddenly the lit- 
tle man was out of contention. 

The surprise performance on the 
night came from Finn Tommi Ahvala on 
the Fantic.Ahvala, desperately out of 
both form and confidence all winter. 





Ahvala, though, suddenly put it togeth- 
er on his Fantic "special" - with an 
under-the-seat fuel tank - and his nine- 
mark opening lap put him second 
behind Colomer and ahead of Lampkin. 
Ahvala lost five on the waterfall - as did 
everyone in the first lap - a two on the 
opener plus two more dabs. 

Reigning outdoor World Champion 
Colomer and Lampkin were the last two 
riders into the ring and once again the 
two were a class above the rest of the 
field. Both took the only cleans on the 
opening Cable Reels and both took the 
only cleans on the fourth section which 
saw the controversial "dishes" that were 
used at Bercy being inverted so that the 
second was like riding across giant 
mushrooms. Jarvis had managed this for 
two, and Ahvala just one - but Bilbao 
and Camozzi both took maximums. 

Both title chasers remained unpenal- 
ized after the first four sections and then 
both took five on the waterfall just like 
everyone else. Colomer qualified first by 
winning the race, also without penalty, 
while Lampkin lost balance and collect- 
ed the five-mark penalty that put him 
behind Ahvala. 

Into the semi and, as per the rules, all 
the sections (bar the waterfall) hade to 
be ridden in the reverse direction. 
Camozzi and Lampkin took the lead ini- 
tially over the cable-drums as Ahvala 
and Colomer parted with two each. 
Lampkin then lost two on the ammuni- 
tions boxes which Colomer did for one 
on the waterfall. At this stage, with just 
the race to go, the scores were Colomer 
3, Lampkin 3, Ahvala 4 and Camozzi 9. 

Camozzi then won his race with 
Ahvala as the Spaniard blew his chance 
of making the final by making a hash of 
the concrete beams. So it was down to 
the big two and Colomer gained the 
psychological advantage for the super 
final by winning the race as Lampkin 
lost two marks in the section while trail- 
ing Colomer home. 

But in the grand final, both riders 
rode to an unbelievably high level. After 
both dropped one mark at exactly the 
same place in the opener, they then 
traded clean for clean through the 
remaining four sections. Even more 
amazingly, they even managed to give 
the race judges a headache, crossing the 
line absolutely together after faultless 
performances over the concrete beams. 

So the tie-breaker came into force 
and it was a return to the “mushrooms” 
of section four. By now, it was probably 
more a battle of nerves than of pure skill 
- and when it comes down to sheer grit 
and will to win, there is no greater force 
than the Lampkin variety,. 

Both riders proved absolutely equal 
to the task and nerves all around the 
arena were jangling as they approached 
the waterfall for the second tie-breaker. 
Lampkin was first and he was absolute- 
ly perfect as he forced the Beta up the 
three-stage watery climb before racing 
out of the arena to try to dry his tires off 
- if Colomer cleaned the waterfall the 
final tie breaker was another race. 

But while Lampkin was outside, 
Colomer made the mistake that cost him

the win and the championship. It went 
wrong as he unleashed the factory Mon- 
tesa at the second stage of the waterfall, 
a foot went down and the title was 
Lampkin's. Just as in Bercy, the water- 
fall cost the Spaniard the trial. 

Martin Lampkin, Doug's father, 
rushed outside to inform him that it was 
all over and that he was the new World 
Cup Indoor Trials Champion. 

"This means everything to me," 
Lampkin said. “Winning is what counts. 
I.don't set out to be second - ever. It has 
been a nail-biting series and I don't 
think there is anything much between 
me and Marc in ability now. But I've 
won the championship and I intend to 
do the same in the outdoor series which 
starts right on Marc's doorstep, in 
Barcelona." €N

World Cup Indoor Trials Series 
Round 9: Palais Omnisport 


Ot, Bercy

PARIS, FRANCE, MAR. 16 


s the first-ever World Cup 
Indoor Trials Series reached 
round nine, a tense evening’s 


sport was forecast as potential champs 
Marc Colomer and Doug Lampkin were 
separated by just a single point follow- 
ing the previous evening’s eighth-round 
battle in Madrid, where Colomer tri- 
umphed. 

The Trial Master de Bercy, at the 
superb Palais Omnisport in Bercy, Paris, 
has long been the premier indoor trial 
and this year was the eighth staging of 
the event. But where superb showman- 
ship, from the likes of Jordi Tarres, 
Amops Bilbao and Steve Colley has 
been the main consideration in the past, 
it was the knife-edge, gritty battle 
between Colomer and Lampkin that 
was to have the crowd of 8000 
enthralled all evening. 

Just five sections and the race - no 
high jump even - would decide who the 
four-man final lineup would be while 
only four sections plus the race would 
decide the ultimate winner. On this min- 
imal format, every mistake would be 
heavily punished with not much of a 
chance to get any lost mark back. It 
would be a format that would spark a 
Colomer protest at the end of the 
evening, but to no avail. 

Just a seven-man field would make 
the start due to the non-appearance of 
French wild card Jean Luc Nictou, but 
the remaining wild-card entry, Steve 
Colley, was worth two riders any day at 
an indoor. Colley’s record at Bercy is 
amazing. Second to Colomer in ‘94, sec- 
ond to Tarres in ‘95, the Isle of Man 
rider finally won the big one last year 
after a highly charged runoff with 
Lampkin. 

First into the arena to tackle the five 





sections were Bruno Camozzi, Graham 
Jarvis and Colley, with Colley, as the 
wild card, having to tackle the sections 
first. 

Colley took a two on the opener, a 
series of steps and drops based on a 
large truck, settled for three on the logs 
which followed, urged the 270cc Gas 
Gas to clean on the "rocket-stages" 
(large concrete pipes), had a nervous 
three on the next - which featured some 
nasty leaps across gaps between what 
looked like upturned satellite TV dishes 
- before making it up the waterfall for 
two big dabs for a score of 11. 

While not Colley's strongest showing 
ever, it certainly looked good compared 
to Jarvis and Camozzi. Jarvis, not really 
and indoor specialist, took 19, while 
Camozzi, usually much stronger in front 
of his home crowd, scored 24. 

Ahvala, Bilbao, Lampkin and Colom- 
er were out next and Ahvala would also 
be heading for a shower after his open- 
ing-lap score of 18. 

It was different up ahead. Bilbao, 
Colomer and Lampkin all looked sharp. 
Lampkin, however, got a big shock as 
he fived the first section he tackled in 
the round-robin opening lap. He failed 
the very first big step on the “rocket” 
section and was given a maximum (per 
the rules) for reversing out of the sec- 
tion, past the "start line" - still feet up. 

Amazingly, Lampkin got his act 
together to take the sole clean on two of 
the remaining four sections, the techni- 
cally difficult trees and the satellite dish- 
es where an iron nerve was needed 
above all else. 

In contrast, Colomer cleaned that sec- 
tion while Bilbao eventually took a sin- 
gle dab. Colomer alone cleaned the 
truck hazard, but then failed the satellite 
dishes. What really cost him the lead 
though was a shock maximum for fail- 
ing the final waterfall section. 

What hurt most was qualifying third 
behind Colley, although this did him a 
favor as it turned out. 

In order to guarantee maximum 
action, the French organizers craftily ran 
the race first in the final. This meant that 
as third and fourth qualifiers, Spaniards 
Colomer and Bilbao would race each 
other and a cynic could be forgiven for 
thinking that Bilbao, who is incredibly 
quick when he wants to be, sympatheti- 
cally went more slowly and carefully 
than Colomer. It was more a funeral 
march than a race. 

In direct contrast, Lampkin was 
forced to ride for his life against a 
demon Colley, who rates a Bercy win as 
the highlight of the year. They both 
went full tilt over the very difficult 
cable-reel stacks and it wasn't until Col- 
ley was forced to dab a couple of times 
that Lampkin could relax a little.

all fived at exactly the same step. The 
tree-trunk run-up was just too awkward 
and slippery. 

The tension really flowed at the satel- 
lite dish section as both Bilbao and 
Colomer initially refused to ride in the 
reverse direction, claiming that the 
metal scaffolding was just too danger- 
ous. When told that they had to do this, 
Bilbao made a great show of nose-div- 
ing at the start of the section and then 
giving vent to his feelings with a rude 
gesture. 











To Colomer's credit, he knuckled 
down and produced a truly brilliant 
clean, although his leaping exit was very 
dodgy. Colley was next and his dis- 
mount saw him pivoting wildly around 
the Gas Gas triple clamps as he nose- 
dived to earth. This had the effect of 
totally unnerving Lampkin. 

It all came down to the last section - 
the waterfall. Not overly interested by 
this point, Bilbao took a quick five but it 
was a totally disbelieving and disgusted 
Colomer who failed the hazard for the 
second time. And he was further deflat- 
ed when seconds later Colley blasted up 
for a one before Lampkin put together a 
true champion's ride, with a determined 
ascent, full of aggression and technique, 
for a clean that took him back to the top 
of the title points chase - three clear of 
Colomer with one round to go. €N

MADRID, SPAIN, MAR. 15 
nly one point separated Doug 
б Lampkin from his rival Marc 
Colomer as the World Cup 
Indoor Trials Championship reached its 
eighth round in Madrid, and crowds 
turned out in force to lend their support 
for Spaniard Colomer - putting Lamp- 
kin in a bad position from the get-go. 
The British rider knew that any 
errors he made in Madrid would be

punished heavily by the partisan 
Observers, but by the end of the night he 
was very gracious in his opinion of the 
event - despite being beaten by his 
Spanish arch-rival. 

“Т have to say that this was one of the 
best indoors I have ridden," he said. 
"Certainly the best this year." 

With a large crowd on hand, the 
seven-rider lineup was made up of 
Lampkin, Colomer, Jordi Tarres, Amos 
Bilbao, Graham Jarvis, Bruno Camozzi 
and Tommi Ahvala. 

Crammed into the stadium were no 
fewer than 10 observed sections plus a 
high-jump and a total of three races. 
And, unlike many Spanish events this 
which have featured virtually impossi- 
ble sections, Madrid proved very ride- 
able. All the sections were sponsored by 
major advertisers, even the high-jump 
and races, and many hazards mirrored 
the sponsors products - like the Cepsa 
oil bottles, Fortuna cigarette boxes, etc. 

On the opening lap it was obvious 
that proceedings were again going to be 
dominated by Colomer and Lampkin, 
although Tarres joined them as the only 
riders not to have suffered a single five 
mark after the opening 11 hazards. It 
was Lampkin, as he often has in the 
past, who qualified on pole position for 
the final on just five marks lost with 
Colomer right behind on seven. 

Only Tarres and Camozzi cleaned the 
opening Cepsa bottles while Ahvala and 
his Fantic joined Colomer with cleans on 
the following giant wooden triangles. 
Colomer and Bilbao cleaned the impres- 
sive large number 1 as Lampkin started 
steadily with. three deliberate dabs in 
the openers. Then, in the company of 
Bilbao, Lampkin cleaned the next three 
before pulling off the sole clean on the 
spectacular waterfall where Tarres and 
Colomer were the next best on two. It 
was this clean that won Lampkin the 
heat without a doubt. 

Lampkin, Colomer, Bilbao and Tarres 
all soared over the high jump, but the 
off-form Ahvala, Jarvis and a strangely 
subdued Camozzi all clocked up a maxi- 
mum. 

So it was former seven-time World 
Champion Tarres who joined Colomer 
and Lampkin in the final. Tarres, who 
has elected to concentrate on the out- 
doors this season, is obligated to ride the 
Spanish rounds for his sponsors. The 





Spaniard was first through all the 10 
Observed sections and never really went 
of it, cleaning just a single section as he 
played it safe and settled for third place. 
Colomer got ahead with an excellent 
clean in the very first section when 
Lampkin dabbed and then all three set- 
tled for a single dab in the second. 

The third section, introduced just for 
the final, was a series of impressive 
giant cigarette packets with one step so 
severe that all three riders failed to 
make it to the top. As Lampkin's father 
Martin said in his own unique, colorful 
and ever-amusing prose... “you 
wouldn't have got up dat in a bloody 
rocket." 

At the end of the 10 sections, Colom- 
er had stretched his advantage over 
Lampkin to five points, 13-18, after both 
lost marks on the high jump which Tar- 
res cleaned. Tarres, though, on 29 
marks, was resigned to settling for third 
as the two rivals headed for the final 
three races. 

There were to be no upsets there, 
though, and the honors were shared, 
with Colomer claiming the important 20 
championship points to ease back into 
the series lead. Lampkin was quite 
happy to escape from Spain just two 
points adrift of his rival. His nightmare 
had been the possibility of two 
Spaniards in the top two or three places 
which would have seen him lose touch 
with Colomer. €N

The strain of the 10-race series was show- 
ing on both Doug Lampkin and Mare 
Colomer by the time they got to Bercy. In 
a way, several World Championship Indoor 
Trials have suffered simply because they 
are now title rounds. Indoor trials ‘are .gen- 
erally light-hearted affairs where the riders | 
show off their ‘skills, sometimes in outra- | 
geous ways. But the championship has 
tempered.this.- especially as the series 
reached its conclusion and the riders have 
been: riding for points and not merely: to 
eritertain. Lampkin is aware of this and tries 
to.please the ‘crowd with wheelies and 
stoppies before and after the event, while 
other also try to keep the crowd enter-

f every Grand Prix start was a time at 

bat and every win was a base hit, only 

Michael Doohan and Max Biaggi, 

among current Grand Prix stars, 

would be batting over .300 and - with 
Max's .329 average coming from the 
250cc class (let's call that triple A) - only 
“The Mick" is hitting over .300 (.321). 

Now that Randy Mamola and I will, 
for the first time, have the opportunity to 
speak directly to an American audience 
as we commentate the 15 rounds of the 
500cc Grands Prix that will be broadcast 
on a same-day basis to the United States 
via Speedvision and Prime Network, 
we'll finally be able to make full use of 
the growing arsenal of GP statistics that 
we have put together with the invaluable 
support of British motorcycling statisti- 
cian Dr. Martin Raines. 

Here is a sampling of some of the stats 
that we have been able to compile over 
the last two seasons. The stat we call 
Career Winning Percentage is very useful 
for comparing current stars with riders 
from other periods and for showing just 
how dominant the current 500 and 250cc 
World Champions have been over the 
last three seasons. 

Among the current 75 Grand Prix rid- 
ers, 31 (nearly half) have had at least one 
GP victory. In the 500cc class, Doohan’s 


.321 (34 wins in 106 starts) dwarfs the _ 


500cc winning percentage of the only 
other active riders to have won more than 
a single 500cc race. Luca Cadalora is a 
distant second with eight wins from 55 
starts in 500 (.145). In fact, all Doohan’s 
500cc rivals combined have only won 19 
races, 15 fewer than the World Champi- 
on. 

Biaggi has won 24 of his 73 career 
250cc starts (.329) and is trailed by Ralf 
Waldmann (eight of 41 for .195), and 
Loris Capirossi (only one of 27 in 500cc, 
but a stronger seven of 41 and .171 in the 
250cc class). 

Who was the greatest 500cc rider of 
the last 20 years? Clearly the only way to 
make a meaningful comparison is by

running the vital stats. Statistics won't 
really tell you whether, for example, 
Kenny Roberts and Freddie Spencer in 
their prime would have beaten Doohan 
in his prime, but they certainly show the 
level of dominance of each in his day. 
Limiting ourselves here to stats from 
1976 onward (the number of true starts is 
difficult to obtain from the FIM archives 
before '76, but we are working on it), we 
see that only three riders managed to win 
over 30 percent of their 500cc starts, with 
Modesto masher Roberts taking the 
crown for the modern era, hitting a Ted 
Williams-like .379, followed by Freddie 
Spencer at .323 and Doohan who, after 
being knocked down by Criville in Aus- 
tralia is now hitting, as stated earlier, a 
smart .321. 

Wayne Rainey won 24 of his 83 starts 
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The Mieló 


(.289) with Eddie Lawson's average of 
.244 (31 for 127) suffering from his final 
two years on the Cagiva, and Kevin 
Schwantz coming in at .240, good enough 
for sixth overall. But Rainey, Lawson and 
Schwantz had to race against each other, 
against Wayne Gardner and also against 
the likes of young lions like John Kocinski 
and Doohan - a real ^murderer's row" of 
Grand Prix talent. Doohan himself, with 
his usual candor, said that in 1995 he was 
bored by racing with riders like Daryl 








Beattie, Cadalora and Criville. He was 
harshly criticized for stating the obvious. 
However, with Criville now a true rival 
and with Beattie and Alberto Puig recov- 
ered and Cadalora again on a Michelin- 
shod works Yamaha - and with Carlos 
Checa coming of age, not to mention the 
arrival of two of World Superbike's best, 
Troy Corser and Anthony Gobert - 
Doohan’s life is unlikely ever to be boring 
again - especially with the Australian 
using the 180-degree "screamer" engine 
against his “big bang" rivals. 

The amazing thing that stats show us 
about Rainey, the man who best rode the 
fierce "screamers" of the early '90s, is 
how he was able to pull in the points 
Sunday after Sunday, winning often, but 
managing to wrestle his Yamaha home to 
podium places when the tires were gone 








































and the bike was down on performance. 
His podium appearance average is high- 
est of all ^modern" (1976 to present) rid- 
ers, an incredible .771. Roberts is second 
at .672 and Doohan is third at .651. These 
numbers are more comparable to free- 
throw percentages than batting averages. 

Spencer, meanwhile, was on the pole 
at an astounding .419 rate (26 poles in 62 
starts) with Doohan second at .358 just 
ahead of the only other .300 hitters in this 
department - Venezuela's Johnny Cecot- 
to, a star from the "705 who barely made 
our minimum number of starts (30) and 
Roberts. 

Roberts has a stranglehold on the lead 
in Fastest Lap Percentage. He recorded 
the quickest lap in the 500cc race in 24 of 
his 58 starts (.413), well ahead of his near- 
est rival Spencer (18 fastest laps in 62 
starts). Doohan is currently third at .283 
with 30 fastest laps in 106 starts. 

Finally we go to Average Points per 
Start as, perhaps, the best measure of 
effectiveness. Since the points system 
changed three times over the period from 
1976 to the present, we have simply 
applied the present points system over 
previous seasons to produce a satisfacto- 
ry system of adjusted points. We find 
that Rainey leads with an average of 
17.39 points per start, trailed by Roberts 
with 17.16 and Doohan at 16.66 after 
averaging 20.6 points per start during the 
1996 season. His highest season's average 
was 22.6 points per start in 1995 and his 
average over the three years of his title 
reign has been 20.80 from 874 points 
scored in 42 starts. (Rainey's best season 
was in 1991 when his average on adjust- 
ed points was 21.9.)

Of course, at the end of the day per- 
haps the most important statistic of all is 
the easiest to calculate and the simplest to 
state. Among all riders from 1976 onward 
in the 500cc class, only Eddie Lawson had 
four World Championships, followed by 
Roberts, Rainey and Doohan with three 
(consecutive in all three cases) and two 
each for Spencer and Barry Sheene. 
"Steady Eddie" was the ultimate bottom- 
line rider and the only rider since Giaco- 
mo Agostini to win four 500cc titles. 

Streaks are always an important part 
of sports stats and at present the most 
worrying stat out there is the losing 
streak for 500cc riders from the USA. 
From 1978, the year that Roberts left the 
Grand National ovals and went after 
Sheene on the GP circuits, until 1993, 
American riders were dominant. The 


































beginning of the end of that domi- 
nance came after Rainey's career-ending 
accident at Misano in 1993. Since then 
American riders have won only four GPs 
(two by Kocinski and two by Schwantz). 
We haven't heard the American National 
Anthem at a GP since July 24, 1994, when 
Schwantz won the British Grand Prix at 
Donington Park, scoring the 25th and 
final win of his great career. 

Our 500cc losing streak has now 
extended to 32 races. So with our lone 
500cc rider, Kenny Roberts Jr., still win- 
less, we can only take some comfort in 
the fact that Great Britain is in even a big- 
ger slump, 0 for 203 to be exact (and 
Mamola and I have been told that British 
TV viewers are tired of hearing about 
this “0-for” and wish we would shut up 
about it). The last British rider to win a 
500cc GP was Sheene, back in 1981 at 
Anderstorp, Sweden, on a crisp, August 
day with scattered clouds and showers. 
That race, by the way, is mainly remem- 
bered in GP history because Marco 
Lucchinelli finished ninth to win the 





500cc World Championship from Mamo- 
la, spooked by the rain, who didn't score, 
fueling the myth that “Yanks can't ride in 
the rain." Mamola went on to overcome 
his rain jitters to become, perhaps, the 
best rain rider of his generation. We're 
trying to confirm this with stats from Dr. 
Raines, but sometimes there is nothing in 
the official results which gives weather 
conditions. 

Speaking of streaks, at present the 
longest significant ongoing streaks in GP 
racing are all held by Honda or Honda 
riders. Honda has 43 consecutive podi- 
um finishes in the 500cc class, 38 in 125 
and 22 in 250. Ralf Waldmann has the 
longest current consecutive podium 
streak with 12. Doohan has now scored 
in his last 23 starts, followed by Wald- 
mann who has scored in the last 14. 

Honda looked like it had an outside 
shot at one of GP racing’s “unbeatable” 
record streaks. Going into the last round 
of the 500cc championship last year, 
Honda had a string of 11 straight wins, 
nine behind MV Agusta's record of 20 in 
a row (1968-69) - but when Criville nailed 
Doohan on the last lap the streak went 
down the road along with the two HRC 
works riders. 

Here are some vital stats, especially in 
the 500cc class. We are limited to recent 
GP history, from 1976 to the present, on 
the true number of starts, but we are 
working with the FIM and recognized

Grand Prix historians to bring into the 
picture the complete results of riders 
from the earlier years of racing. When all 
the information is available, I am sure 
that the stats of riders like Hailwood, 
Nieto, Surtees, Duke and Ubbiali. will be 
overwhelming compared to the best of 
today's riders, while the final line for 15- 
time World Champion Giacomo Agosti- 
ni, winner of 122 Grands Prix (68 in 
500cc racing and 54 in the discontinued 
350cc class) will be truly Ruthian in its

= ake your seats, ladies and gentle- 
men, for the Mick and Alex show. 
It features an Old Master and a 
New Pretender. It has a clash of 
machine types (though you can't actual- 
ly see the difference). It has a supporting 
cast of eager wanna-bes, ranging in sta- 
tus from nearly-men to almost-stars, 
with a fertile field of maybe-let's-see- 
riders in between. And, way out in left 
field, Anthony Gobert. 

On second thoughts, don't take your 
seats. Rather, heed the usual warning. 
Stand well back from the barriers. 

The rivalry between the two Repsol- 
Honda works men overshadows the 
coming Grand Prix confrontation, over 
15 rounds in almost all four corners of 
the world. Michael Doohan and Alex 
Criville finished last year in Australia 
with Doohan clearly on top, champion 
again for a third year in succession; but 
with the younger Spaniard now snap- 
ping so hard at his heels that the issue 





could only be resolved when they col- 
lided and fell down on the final lap. 

The incident galvanized Doohan. 
Already he'd been complaining that 
while Criville could go fast, as long as 
Doohan was there already, he couldn't 
run away up front and win the race on 
his own account. Now he'd proved it. 

“It's what I've been saying all year. 
He follows me, then goes out of control 
on the last lap," was Doohan's pithy 
comment on the spot. The pair shook 
hands and agreed to play it cool during 
preseason testing. That seems likely to 
be one of those resolutions that don't 
actually last too long into the new year. 

Nobody wants riders to knock each 
other off, but unless there is some dra- 
matic change in the fortunes or machin- 
ery of the other teams, the only real 
hope the rivals have is that Mick and 
Alex will be so occupied with each other 
that they'll leave opportunities open for 
the rest. 

The works Honda pairing wasn't 
after all completely invincible last year. 
Luca Cadalora won two races - though 
he too was on a V-four Honda NSR500. 
Norifumi Abe took the Japanese GP 
after an impressive ride that was echoed 
by some strong races later in the year for 
the Yamaha man. Though Loris 
Capirossi's only win came after the infa- 
mous Eastern Creek incident took both 
the Hondas out. 7 

The best hope potential rivals have - 
and these include both Abe and Cadalo- 
ra (now on a Yamaha again) as well as a 
hopefully recovered Daryl Beattie - is 
that the Honda riders will put so much 
pressure on one another that they'll cre- 
ate cracks in their otherwise awe-inspir- 
ing strength. Both Doohan and Criville 
have shown themselves vulnerable to 
pressure, the latter rather more so than 
the former, but a few non-finishes by 
each of them could leave a champi- 
onship chink open for the rival who 
clocks up steady rostrum finishes race 
after race. 

Always assuming, that is, that Alex 
Criville has been able to continue 
building on his strength over this win- 
ter as he did last - for although he may 
have outqualified Doohan five times 
last year and beaten him twice in a 
straight fight, you'd have to be a real 
gambler (or Spanish) to put money on 
him against Doohan over the course of 
a full season. 

Doohan's greatest strength, mean- 
while, is his independence of mind. 
Which has led him to choose (almost 
certainly, though without official confir- 
mation as yet) to switch from the user- 
friendly Big Bang to the previous 180- 
degree "Screamer" engine. It's harder to 
ride and harder on tires, but ultimately 
faster if you are one of the five or so 
men who ever managed to master the 
increased facility for throttle control. 
Doohan is emphatically one of those 
men, and reasons that improvements in 
chassis and suspension technology, 
tires, and electronic engine management 
will give the Screamer another chance to 
express its mean streak, to his advan- 
tage. 

It is a gamble, of course, though pre- 
season testing suggested that the odds 
are not altogether unfavorable. What 
could be more appropriate to a rider 
looking for the strength of motivation 
required for a fourth straight win than a 
high-risk strategy? 

TEAM REPSOL HONDA 

Again the biggest and strongest team 

in oh so many ways, Honda's factory 


squad numbers three V-four riders and 
one more on a V-twin. They already

have the dominant machine and the top 
rider in place. 

Michael Doohan: Formidable talent 
and dedication. Seems set to switch 
from user-friendly Big Bang motor to 
the more demanding but potentially 
faster old-style Screamer. A radical step 
for a radical rider. 

Alex Criville: Slow learner who has 
gradually improved to challenge 
Doohan hard by the end of last year. 
Can he maintain his steady rate of 
improvement? Is he strong-minded 
enough? If he does outscore Doohan 
over the year, it will be a major achieve- 
ment. 

Tadayuki Okada: Now on a V-four 
after making impressive if patchy class 
debut on new V-twin last year. Might 
find life in the very fast lane rather hard. 

Takumi Aoki: Completing the full 
Aoki Trio, the middle brother debuts 
mark two of the factory development V- 
twin, fresh from the superbike series at 
home. Clearly talented, the wieldy light- 
weight will give him a soft entry into 
the class. 


MOVISTAR HONDA PONS 


The only satellite Honda team this 
year features new sponsors but the same 
two riders, as well as the development 
skills of Antonio Cobas. Equipment is 
nominally identical but inevitably one 
rung down from the HRC Repsol bikes. 

Alberto Puig: Redoubtable rider, 
returned last year from near-crippling 
accident in 1995. Puig is tough and 
accustomed to overcoming setbacks, but 
has few chances left. 

Carlos Checa: "Chubby" was erratic 
in his first full 500cc season, but won in 
Catalunya. Expect some good rides, and 
some near misses too. Not yet a champi- 
onship contender.

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PREVIEW 


YAMAHA RAINEY 


Wayne Rainey took over the works 
Yamahas from Kenny Roberts after a 
complex series of multiple shifts of loy- 
alty. Then a switchback on-again off- 
again ride with sponsors Marlboro left 
the team (maybe) without backing with 
less than three months to the first GP. 
Too late to find another sponsor, Yama- 
ha stepped into the breach themselves. 
Meanwhile, Loris Capirossi had unex- 
pectedly quit to go back to 250s, and the 
late search for a replacement was fur- 
ther hindered by sponsor interference. 
Rainey does have Norifumi Abe back, 
after two full years “on loan” to Kenny 
Roberts. 

Norifumi Abe: Spectacular on his 
good days and always willing to try 
hard, Abe made his life difficult last 
year by reliably qualifying way below 
his eventual racing speed. If he can 
achieve more consistent strength, he 
could be a title threat. 

Sete Gibernau: The Spaniard was a 
last-minute recruit, after standing in for 
the fired Tetsuya Harada in the closing 
rounds last year on a 250. He's a learner 
on a fast bike - a make-or-break scenario. 


TEAM YAMAHA PROMOTOR 


Circumstances have added weight 
and status to this new team, fresh from a 
couple of good years in World Super- 
bike racing, and bringing their World 
Champion Troy Corser with them. 
Bringing the number of title-winning 
riders to two out of two. The level of 
equipment and degree of support from 
the factory remains to be seen. 

Luca Cadalora: Former 125 and two- 
time 250cc World Champion, Cadalora 
has a reputation for being blindingly 
fast on his day, and keen to pull in to the 
pits when things don't go right. Back on 
a Yamaha on Michelin tires, can he 
become consistent as he once was on a 
250? If so, he might even win the title. 

Troy Corser: Thoroughly profession- 
al, sensible and fast. That's the reputa- 
tion Corser brings with him, along with 
the other baggage of a World Superbike 
Champion. This means he's avoided 
talking big, and sees this as the first year 
of a three-year drive to the title. Which 
is a very sensible attitude. 


TEAM LUCKY STRIKE SUZUKI 


An all-new bike addresses the deficit 
suffered last year, and the smallest of 
the Japanese factory teams is due for a 
good season again. There are many 
uncertainties, however, mainly centered 
around whether Daryl Beattie can 
regain his former title-leading form. 
However, new boy Anthony Gobert 
promises to be a welcome dose of good 
fun for the team, and for GP racing. 

Daryl Beattie: Consistently strong in 
1995, he was Doohan's strongest rival. 
Then came a series of battering crashes 
in 1996, the first caused by a seized 
engine, which set the tone for an awful 
year. Steady pressure is his specialty, 
and it could pay big dividends this year. 

Anthony Gobert: Talks big and has 
already embarked on an impudent cam- 
paign against top Ozzie dog Doohan. 
Nor is he overawed by the speed and 
power of a GP bike. Might discover 
there is more to learn than he thought. 
Uninhibited fun-loving personality 
should spark up the general atmos- 
phere. 


MARLBORO TEAM ROBERTS 


With the season drawing very near, 
the all-new Modenas V3 is looking 
increasingly less likely to be ready for 
the opening rounds. Accumulated 





delays have left an impossibly short 
time for development of a fully fledged 
racer. A tendency to smile indulgently 
should be avoided. Backed by the Marl- 
boro millions, this is a very serious and 
highly significant venture, even if it is a 
few months out of kilter with the calen- 
dar. 

Kenny Roberts Jr.: Impressive last 
year for a kid who arrived at the highest 
level lacking extensive racing experience 
and burdened with a famous name. If he 
hadn’t been the old man’s son, he 
wouldn’t now have to lose a season or 
so developing an all-new racing bike. 
But if he hadn’t been the old man’s son, 
he probably wouldn’t be on a 500cc 
works team yet anyway. 

Jean-Michel Bayle: The world’s most 
versatile motorcyclist started to get pret- 
ty good at the end of last year, his first 
season in the 500cc class. If he'd stayed 
on a V-four, he'd have got better still. 
Now it's up to the bike. 


APRILIA 


One last chance for the 410cc V-twin, 
which came so close last year, qualifying 
on thé front row several times, only to 
be overwhelmed time and again in the 
brutal rush to the first corner. If it 
doesn't fulfill its potential this year, it's 
due for the chop. 

Doriano Romboni: Fast but fragile, 
Romboni suffered wrist injuries last sea- 
son that threatened his chances of riding 
this year. Hopefully they will not shad- 
ow his season. If he fails to show up, 
he'll be replaced by fellow Italian 
Alessandro Gramigni. 


ELF 500 ROC 


The newest V-four is a well-funded 
semiprivate venture marrying the suc-

cessful high-power sidecar Swissauto 
motor with ROC chassis skills. Spas- 
modically promising last year, they now 
have a Big Bang engine. But it's hard to 
beat the Japanese at their own game. 

Juan Borja: Consistently fast, Borja's 
talent showed well as top privateer in 
1995, but his first Elf season gave the 
Spaniard few chances to progress. 
Could be more to come, however. 

Jurgen Fuchs: Late-starting 250cc 
star, the German was rideless after the 
withdrawal of sponsors HB. The move 
to Elf wasn't his first choice; he will 
probably be of more value to them than 
vice versa. 


PRIVATEERS 


Twenty-five-strong grid numbers are 
made up by eight privateers, three of 
whom will ride production-model V- 
twin Hondas. The most notable is ex- 
works man Alex Barros, with the other 
two going to ex-250cc works man Nobu- 
atso Aoki and fast-rising ex-250cc 
Frenchman Regis Laconi. 

The rest ride variations on the ROC- 
Yamaha team, with Harrises notable by 
their absence. Watch out for Italian 
tough guy Lucio Pedercini, ex-works 
man Jean-Philippe Ruggia and ex-250cc 
Dutchman Jurgen van den Goorbergh. 
And welcome Kirk “Shagga” McCarthy 
on the ex-Niall Mackenzie WCM bike. 


250cc: WHAT ELSE WILL MAX AND 
TETSUYA SWAP? 


All change in the smaller class, with a 
massive reshuffle triggered by the 
falling-out of triple champion Max Biag- 
gi and his title allies Aprilia. 

Biaggi moved in with Honda, with 
Marlboro backing and Erv Kanemoto 
preparing the machine, determined to 





prove that it was the rider not the bike 
that had dominated for three years, 
while Aprilia shipped in not only for- 
mer 125cc champion and 250cc star 
Loris Capirossi but also Max's most 
feared rival, ex-Yamaha World Champi- 
on Tetsuya Harada. The pair make a 
formidable team. 

Honda has retained last year's run- 
ner-up Ralf Waldmann and the highly 
impressive Tohru Ukawa. Not to men- 
tion Olivier Jacque, perhaps the bright- 
est of them all. Its also gained double 
125cc champ Haruchika Aoki and tid- 
dler rival Emilio Alzamora. Aprilia add 
another ex-125 flier Stefano Perugini to 
a volatile mix. 

And Suzuki is back, with Japanese 
champion Noriyasu Numata joined by 
Briton Jamie Robinson in another 
attempt to move back into the class. 
Yamaha has no works presence this 
year. 

Garry McCoy joins the class this year 
on an Aprilia, yet another top 125cc man 
to move up. 


125cc: TOKU, ROSSI AND THE REST 


The 125cc class has been somewhat 
depleted by wholesale moves to 250s - 
good news for '96 runner-up Masaki 
Tokudome, whose own plans to move 
up came to nothing. Valentino Rossi, 
also on an Aprilia, will bear watching - 
the mad kid of '96 is a serious champi- 
onship threat. Likewise the similarly 
mounted former champion Kazuto 
Sakata. 

Honda has Tomomi Manako in the 
top slot - very fast at the end of last sea- 
son - as well as Aprilia defectors Roberto 
Locatelli and Gianluigi Scalvini, while 
Yamaha have two hot Japanese riders, 
Yoshiaki Katoh and Youichi Ui. €N

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By Davey Coombs 





hat is the world 

supposed to think 

of Damon Brad- 

shaw? 
Four years ago he was at the top 

of his game, living the large life of a 
superstar under the Yamaha factory 
tent, when he decided to quit racing. 
Two years ago he stepped back into 
the fire, but the flames were too hot 
again and Bradshaw did not realize 
the great expectations that his team, 
his fans and the industry in general 
had for him. But rather than quit, 
Damon set out on his own in 1997, with 
the help of Manchester Honda Racing 
and AXO. The results still aren't quite 
what the world expects, but the priva- 
teer says he's happier now than he's 
been in a long time. 

Here's what Bradshaw has to say 
about his leaving Team Yamaha, his 
new team, and his thoughts about his 
progress since hitting the comeback 
trail. 

There are a lot of things to talk about. 
It's been a while since any of us in the 
media have had a chance to sit down 
and talk to you at length. The biggest 
thing to ask is, why did you decide to 
come up with your own team this year? 
Well, at first I thought the Yamaha thing 
was going to be a go. In July or so (team 
manager) Keith McCarty goes, "You 
know, we haven't really talked about 
this much, but it sounds like everything 
is a go for next year." And I said that's 
fine, same money and everything, so I 
left it at that. After the Washougal 
National, which was one of the best 
rides I'd had all year, Keith called me 
and said they decided not to renew my 
contract. He said he hoped he left me 
enough time to get something else going 
and that was it. 
After all those years with Yamaha it 
ended just like that? 
Yeah, just like that. But I was only mad 
for about 20 minutes, I guess. In fact, I 
wasn't really mad at all. I was kind of 
like, ^Well, maybe I've done something 
wrong.' And I knew the results weren't 
quite what everybody thought they were 
going to be, even though I was off a sea- 
son and a half outdoors, and two super- 
cross seasons. I knew it was going to be 
tough - I didn't think I was going to 
come right back in and kick everybody's 
ass, but I think that's what a lot of peo- 
ple thought. So anyway, I thought about 
it for 20 minutes or so and then I went 
over to Bob Hannah's house later that 
day. I mentioned it to him and he told 
me about his similar thing with Suzuki. 
They told him they didn't really have a 
place for him or whatever. And he said 
he was mad for a little while, but he got 
over it really quick and it just made him 
work harder at something else. 
Who did you talk to next? 





I probably talked to- 


Jim Hale at AXO first, because I knew I 
was out of my Fox deal (through Yama- 
ha) and I didn't have to deal with that 
anymore. I told him that I wasn't going 
to be riding Yamahas and that I wanted 
to ride Hondas. So we just started talk- 
ing and started putting things together. 
In the beginning I really wanted to do it 
all completely myself, just get up 
enough outside sponsorship to where I 
could buy everything and do it that 
way, and there was just not enough 
time. It was during the time that we 
were trying to do all the European 
supercross races and to get all that lined 
up it was going to take three or four 
months to get everything organized. 
Then Jim said if I was serious that he 
would help me as much as he could, try 
to organize a lot of it while we were in 
Europe. The Manchester Honda Racing 
thing popped up but they didn't think 





they 
were big enough for 
what I wanted to do, thinking that I 
was maybe going to expect too much or 
that they just couldn't do what they 
thought I needed. I told them that 
regardless of my name or anything, I 
don't have to go to the races in a big 
semi or anything, it doesn't have to be 
some big entourage. I said I just wanted 
the opportunity to ride something dif- 
ferent and I think it would be good for 
me to do something different. So AXO 
and MHR started putting the things 
together and then Mac Tools came 
aboard. I got really excited when things 
started coming together. It was a last- 
minute thing for sure, but once it started 
to happen I was excited. I forgot about 
the Yamaha thing the minute I started 
talking about the other things. 
So there's no hard feelings about the 
way you were treated by Yamaha? 
Those guys could not have put forth 
more effort. I think the way things 
ended with them wasn't quite right, but 
they never quit trying to make things 





work for me, and I was with those 
guys for 17 or 18 years. But I think it 
was really good for me to try some- 
thing totally different. I didn't have 
any idea that we were going to end 
' up with the truck that we ended up 
with, and the sponsor, and just the 
way that everything turned out. I 
told Jim all I was really concerned 
about was having a good motorcy- 
cle each weekend and a good 
mechanic. I said if we have a box 
van, that's fine with me, I really 
don't care. Because of the adver- 
tisement part of it, they wanted 
a rig that was really nice. 
Believe me, our truck is a lot 
nicer than having a box van. 
You can go in and have a 
shower and go to the bath- 
room. You don't have to go to 
the porta-johns. It makes 
being at the races a lot easier. 
So you like having your 
own team? 
Im really enjoying it. 
Another reason I wanted to 
start putting this stuff 
together is because maybe 
it will give me something 
to do when I'm done rac- 
ing. If I want to continue 
to be involved with the 
sport maybe I can con- 
tinue working with this 
team and try to make it 
bigger and better. 
When you left the 
sport for a time back 
in '93, a lot of people 
thought it was the 
sport but it wasn't, 
was it? It was a mil- 
lion other things. 
Yeah, basically I just wasn't happy being 
there for whatever reason. I don't think 
it was all personal reasons or all the race 
track stuff, or because I wanted to do 
something else. I was just really tired of 
doing the same thing week in and week 
out. Being away from home, not being 
able to enjoy life. It wasn't getting me 
anywhere. I've always had the most fun 
and the best times in my personal life, 
with hobbies and friends and every- 
thing, and I got to the point in my career 
where I didn't do a lot of that. Back 
when I was doing well in '91, '92, when- 
ever, I was out on the lake, I was water- 
skiing. I was having fun: spending time 
in airplanes, with my girlfriend, and 
everything else. That's kind of the way 
I'm doing things now. Our results 
haven't been as good as I would like this 
year. We're still early in the season, but 
I'm having way more fun than I had at 
Yamaha the last couple of years. 
But racing is a job sometimes. 
Of course, but it turned more into a 
business than just a job, and I realize 
sometimes it has to do that, but it's still 
got to be fun. I don't think a lot of peo- 





ple understand that with my own team I 
can do what I want. I also have a lot of 
say in what goes on and it's kind of 
neat. It gives me a different aspect of 
things, somewhat running the team, giv- 
ing those guys advice, and riding the 
motorcycle. 

Are you not going as fast as you did 
before you quit, or has the sport just 
evolved to where those guys are going 
faster than ever? 

I think those guys are going faster. 
They've all really changed. When I was 
going my fastest, the times when Jeff 
Stanton I had our races, we were going 
as fast or faster than these guys now. I 
remember days when we were on a rail 
and we were a gear higher than every- 
body. That is the type of speed that 
these guys do every weekend on all the 
different tracks. And now it's a lot hard- 
er to find a little bit of an edge on a guy, 
and when I was racing before it was 
pretty easy. It was easier to outsmart the 
guys back then. They have a couple 
more years under their belts now. 
Maybe I just progressed a little bit 
quicker than they did when I was racing 
against them before. Then obviously 
Jeremy came along, and Emig really 
changed in the last several years. I don't 
think that I'm as fast as I was when 
Stanton and I were racing, but I think I 
can get back to that. The main thing is to 
be a little bit stronger physically, but 
mainly mentally. That's a big part of my 
game, to really know that I have confi- 
dence and know that I can do it - that's 
the only thing I’ve struggled with. The 
confidence will build as the good rides 
come along. 

How different do you think your 
results would be now after two months 
of the 1997 season if you hadn't fallen 
in the second turn on opening night at 
Los Angeles? 

Probably a lot better. Right after LA, the 
next couple of races, my confidence was 
shit. My wife's telling me she knows I 
can do it, she’s seen me do it, and I’m 
not riding like myself or acting like 
myself. I said I knew it was a lack of 


confidence and the only person that can ' 


fix that is me. People can talk until 
they're blue in the face and tell me this 
and tell me that, but until things start 
happening for me it's just not going to 


It's like before, after winning so 
many races, then all of a sudden you fall 
off the edge just a little bit. It's really 
hard to make the step back there again. 
Once you get beat and you get beat 
again and you start going down you 
either have to find something that really 
picks you up again or you're just going 
to go farther down. People don't under- 
stand how mental it is. It's real mental 
for me, way more than physical 
strength. There's got to be physical 
strength but the mental way overdoes 


that. 





Were you ever a player in the Team 
Honda thing that came up after Jeremy 
McGrath quit? Were you ever 
approached by Honda? 

No. There was talk about it. Honda 
never called me directly, but there was 
talk about it amongst other people. 
Some people said something to me 
about it and I said, to be honest, I didn't 
really want to be right back into the fire. 
I said I'd like to be affiliated with Honda 
enough to where they can help me and 
help me to make my life better, and 
maybe I could help them. But I don't 
want to be slammed back into that truck 
and be expected, whether it was me or 
Steve Lamson or whoever, to continue 
what Jeremy has done, 'cause it's just 
not going to happen. It's not going to 
happen overnight. I'm not saying that 
nobody can ever do it again down the 
road, but it wasn't going to be some- 
thing to happen overnight. And I think 
the Honda guys felt the same way. 
There were a lot of things that were 
going to have to change if I was going to 
have to go there. Not that I wouldn't be 
interested in the future, but I need to get 
back on my feet to where I can be 
stronger mentally, to have what it takes 
when you're on one of those teams. 
Nobody knows, when you're there and 
you have these other guys, you're not 
only competing with the guys on the 
race track, but in a sense you almost feel 
like you're competing against the guys 
in the same truck. 

What can you do to fix your confi- 
dence? 

I feel that my speed has been really 
good but I just can't get off of the gate. 
I've been struggling with that. And I 
know that my speed is as good as those 
guys, even the guys who have been win- 
ning. But it sucks when you go to the 
races and you want to do well and you 
get a 15th-place start and you're doing 
shit, and it's like, ‘Well, here I am again. 
The same place. And it's really hard to 
motivate yourself to go forward when 
you see the same thing every weekend. 
The start has a lot to do with it, and 
Gainesville (third place) was a big men- 
tal boost for me. 

I know you don't like to get too much 
into speculating, talking about the 
number-one bike, but if Jean-Michel 
Bayle hadn't quit, if you hadn't quit 
when you did, would Jeremy McGrath 


` have won 14 races last year or all these 


titles? 

I don't know what the answer is to that. 
We can't really go back and say that if 
we would have been there that he 
wouldn't have done it because I don't 
take anything away from him. I think 
he's good, but I also thought he had a 
hell of a lot of momentum. You know, 
when I won eight or nine races in a row, 
everything was different in my mind. 
Going to the races on the weekend, I 
didn't really care what place I started. If 





I was 10th, if I was fifth, it didn't matter, 
because I was going to the front regard- 
less. I know how he felt when he was on 
a roll and won however many races. I 
know the feeling he had, it was just mul- 
tiplied times 10 of what I had. He didn't 
care what start he got, and it just built 
from there. Now hé's kinda back down 
to a normal level, trying to get back 
there. It's not that he's fallen off the top, 
he's just not winning every race. Just 
like me, he's trying to get back over that 
edge again, and it's tough. 

Maybe if Jeremy hadn't fallen in the 
first corner at LA. - 

It may have been a different story for 
him, too. It’s really hard to speculate on 
what one person has done, but I think 
I've been through so many different 
mental stages in racing, Гуе been doing 
it for 20-something years now. I think 
I've probably been sitting pretty close to 
everybody's mental stage at one time, 
whether it was good, bad or indifferent. 
It's so different being where I'm at and 
not being with the factory because as 
long as you're there and as long as 
you're winning, everything's fine. But as 
soon as it's not, everybody's face 
changes. And that's one thing I got tired 
of seeing at Yamaha, point blank, was 
frowning faces. I knew my results 
weren't as good as they needéd to be. 
But I can't stand moody people, and 
there were a lot of those people at 
Yamaha, and I know people come down 
on their asses from upstairs. It's just a 
food chain from the top to the bottom 
and if you're at the bottom you catch the 
shit. That's the neat thing about where 
I'm at now. Regardless of what place I 
get those guys are the same guys. 
They're happy if we win, results do a lot 
for anybody, but I see the same face 
every time I come off the race track 
regardless of what place I get. 

One thing about your deal now, and I 
know it's always been a sore spot with 
you, is you don't have to talk to the 
media now if you don't want to, right? 
Basically, not if I don't want to. It's not 
that I don't want to. I'll talk to most any- 
body out there, but there are a couple of 
people that I don't care to talk to, 
because they just hacked me so many 
times that now I feel like if I do an inter- 
view with them, regardless of what I 
say. I don't mind doing interviews, it's 
kind of fun. There's always a time and a 
place for interviews and some of the 
guys understand that and some of them 
don't. I don't want any of the press to 
feel like, "We can't go and talk to 
Damon." The guys that I don't want to 
talk to know who they are. 

Did you know that Michael Jordan has 
a personal embargo on Sports Illustrat- 
ed, which is the biggest sports maga- 
zine in the world? He refuses to talk to 
them, because of the way they treated 
him when he quit for a while to try his 
hand at baseball. They got into some 








personal things about the death of his 
father and stuff that they maybe 
shouldn't have. Instead of celebrating 
him as an athlete, they brought him 
down as a person. 

There's always going to be somebody 
like that in every sport, and I feel like I 
know who they are in this sport. Jordan 
is definitely a guy who can basically say 
whatever he wants and he's still going 
to be loved in everybody's eyes, but I 
know that a couple of magazines that 
have hacked me have changed the way 
a lot of people think about me, at least 
until the people talk to me and get to 
know me a little better. I have people 
come up to me all over the place saying 
that they read this or that. I just say, "If 
you want to know something, come ask 
me yourself." 


Play big brother for a minute: In the 


last two weeks, we saw Ricky 
Carmichael win some races and 
explode onto the scene like you did in 
'89. He's the first right-out-of-the- 
woodwork, teenage phenom we've had 
in a while. What advice would you 
give him? 
Well, I know he's getting ready to go 
through a hell of a lot of changes in his 
life, and people are going to have a lot 
of expectations for him. He just raced 
against the top guys in the country and 
beat them. Now it's going to be expect- 
ed of him by a lot of people. The first 
supercross that I won was in Japan (at 
age 16). We're standing on the podium 
and Ricky Johnson told me, “It’s good 
that you won this, but from now on, 
when you don't win, it's going to be 
"What happened?'" and he's exactly 
right. Until when I quit racing, if I called 
home or saw someone in a grocery store 
and they'd ask how I did, Га say second 
or third, and they'd say "What hap- 
pened?" I'm not saying it's to that point 
in his career now, but the best thing that 
he can do is to try to keep this as much 
fun as he possibly can and stay level- 
headed. I basically think he should stay 
level-headed and take it one day at a 
time. 
Enjoy the ride? 
Yeah, just go, go, go - as long as you 
can go - but keep it fun because he has 
a long career ahead of him, and that's 
what's so tough now about going for- 
ever, coming to terms with what's 
expected of you and how you treat it 
mentally. Right before I quit racing, I 
never said no to one thing. If it had to 
do with racing, if any of my sponsors 
ever asked me to do anything or go 
anywhere, I never said no. And if they 
asked some other guys and they didn't 
want to do it, I would do it. And now 
it's a little bit different, if there's some- 
thing I don't want to do, I just say I'd 
rather not. 

When I made my big jump and won 
a couple of races, there was not a whole 
lot going on, and then, bang! All of the 
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sudden everybody wants a piece of that 
pie. Ricky's going to have to keep that 
all in perspective, because that kind of 
stuff can beat up on you real quick. The 
way I look at it, there's a big pie but 
everybody takes a piece, and when you 
go to eat, and there's none left. You have 
to save some things for yourself. Save 
some time for yourself to get your 
thoughts straight because if you let 
them, they'll take every piece of pie in 
that bucket. I was bad about not doing 
that - I'd be the last guy to think about 
-myself. Now I'm different. The only 
people I really think about to a certain 
extent is me and my wife. I always think 
of my mechanic and the guys that are 
involved with our team, but when it 
comes to anything else, I don't care less. 
And that's really the way it's got to be. 
You just get so much shit going you get 
strung out. 

So you're saying that you have to make 
yourself number one 

before you 





can be number one. 
That's right. And I 
don't know Ricky 
Carmichael at all, but I 
hope he does well 
because I think the sport 
really needs that. I think 
that's something that's 
good about all of these 
smaller teams (like 
Carmichael's Pro Circuit team). They 
give a lot of these kids that may be good 
enough at one time to go into the factory 
truck but there was no room. So their 
equipment wasn't so good because they 
didn't have enough money. Well, now 
these other smaller teams are going to 
let guys like that into the sport. 

There are a lot of comparisons between 
you and Ricky because of where you're 
from in the Southeast, the family situa- 
tion - it's the American dream. 
Carmichael's family goes to every race. 
Would you have separated from your 
family more at that time? 

It's a tough situation because he's still a 
kid and his parents are still there. In a 
sense he's still a kid, but really he's not. 
You know, I was flying around the 
country when I was 13 or 14 years old 








going to amateur races and a lot of the 
times I got on the airplane without my 
parents. I’d go to California and test for 
two or three weeks and test, then Га go 
back home. That was a big stepping 
stone for me for the rest of my career 
because at that age there were small 
decisions that I had to make on my own 
- І started that at a young age. With 
Ricky, or anyone else for the matter, 
they're going to have to give him his 
space, because everybody says that they 
make him ride and ride and ride, and 
it's good that they want him to do well, 
but they could push him to ride on out 
the door. And I'm not saying that 
they're going to do that, but they have 
to really understand how fragile the sit- 
uation can become. 

It's important for parents to find a 
new role when it all 
starts

to 
happen for a 
kid that good. 

Yeah. He has a mechanic, he has a 
team manager, so basically he's work- 
ing for Pro Circuit. He needs to be 
more or less under their tent. When he 
needs his parents' advice, he needs to 
be able to go to them, but they really 
need to be spectators. That's kind of 
how I had to tell my parents, because 
they wanted to stay involved and it 
was really tough for them to separate 
themselves. There are a lot of scenarios 
out there like that, a lot of kids with 
parents still hanging around, and there 
is absolutely nothing wrong with par- 
ents going to the race, as long as they 
go to the race as spectators. Don't goas 
his coach, or even really as his parents, 
but as spectators. If you do bad in a 
race and if it needs to be discussed, it 
needs to be discussed between you and 
the guy that's responsible for that team 
and your mechanic. 











I've seen in magazines or heard people 
talking about you turning your back on 
the sport. I've always defended your 
decision to leave by saying, "Bradshaw 
gave up something too much for the 
sport - he gave up his youth.' That's 
what people need to remember. 
They're still kids, even though they 
might be 17-year-old kids making a lot 
of money, flying all over the world, 
getting on TV, working for a corpora- 
tion, but they're still kids. 

That's the reason I said they have to 
keep it fun. That's all aspects of life, a 
kid's personal life, his life at the track 
and his life at home. In my book, you 
can't eat, breath, sleep and shit 

this race track. 





When 
I left Gainesville, 
when I drove out of that parking 
lot, that was the end of that race. I didn't 
want to talk about it, that was it. And 
it's the same thing if I do bad. I want to 
try to leave it there when I leave, 
because the next day is my day off. It's 
my day to enjoy whatever I want to and 
if I have some spare time I'll go and do 
some other things. Bob Hannah was a 
hard-ass, and he'd tell me stories of 
tracks where we had been mountain- 
biking on, how he would run the same 
track every day of the week on foot. But 
he still had his fun. He had his air- 
planes, that was his relaxation. He'd 
come home from a race, and the next 
day he was out playing in his airplane. 
He ate, breathed and slept motocross 
more than anybody, but he still had fun. 
Has your relationship with your par- 
ents gotten better? 

It's gotten a little bit better, but it's still 
not the way it should be. We're trying to 
get things ironed out with the farm (in 
North Carolina) and with a lot of money 
that I spent up there. A lot of my money 











I've made over the years is still sitting 
up there. I'm still well enough off to 
where if I don't want to race, I don't 
have to race, or I don't have to work or 
whatever. It's not really the money 
thing, Га just like to do what is sitting 
there, and we just can't do it together. 


We're trying to get things ironed out, - 
and maybe after that's all ironed out - 


and I don't have this big burden on my 
shoulders, things will be better. It's 
headed in the right direction, it's just 
kind of a slow process. I don't even real- 
ly think about it until something comes 


up that I have to deal with. It will get | 


better eventually. 
How old are you?

So you're still young. 
Yeah, I'm young, but I damn sure 
don't feel like it. Not that I don't 
feel like it because of injuries or

The last question is, what do you want 
out of the second coming of Damon 
Bradshaw? 

I'd love to be in the top five, I want to be 
consistent, I want to be there every race. 
Regardless of this outdoor season being 


new, I still treat every supercross like а 


it's brand-new. I don't even know 
where I am in points and don't really 
care. I just want to win a couple of races. 
I'd definitely like to win a supercross 
and I think I’m capable of that if I can 
just get out of the gate a little better. The 
same goes with the outdoor races. I’m 
just going to get stronger as time goes 
on and hopefully it will get better from 
there. I'd also like to make all of the out- 
side sponsors happy to where this team 
can escalate even more next year. I want 
to do it as long as I’m competitive and 
as long as I'm healthy and having fun. 
I'd like to get the team going for these 
guys and if I feel that I still want to do 
something with the sport then TII still be 
involved with it. 

It's good to have you back.

CROSS ANCHOR, S.C., MAR. 23 
13 Y you guys," Scott Summers 
told the crowd after overcoming 
a situation during the race that 
nearly sidelined the Honda XR600 rider 
to win round three of the Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series in Cross 
Anchor, South Carolina. With the aid of 
spectators, Summers was able to get 
back into the race and capture his first 
victory of the season after running out 
of gas in the woods near the race's mid- 
way point. By salvaging fuel from a 
nearby quadcycle, spectators and course 
marshals were able to bring the big XR 
back to life. Summer would find himself 
a minute and 50 seconds down on race 
leader Steve Hatch but would, some- 
how, overcome that deficit by the end of 
the race. = 

“Tf it wasn't for them (the spectators), 
there's no way that I would've even 
been in the hunt", a gracious Summers 
said afterward. "I was really disappoint- 
ed (when he ran out of gas), but I felt 
like my motorcycle was working so 
good, and I liked the track so much, that 
I thought, ^well, maybe those guys will 
have problems like I did and I'd wind 
up back in the race.’ ^ 

The top three finishers on this day 
would mirror the 1996 series' final 
points standings with the national num- 
ber-one, -two and -three bikes finishing 
in that order. Trailing just a few seconds 
behind the Honda rider in second place 
was Team KTM's Scott Plessinger. A 
spectacular battle with Summers on the 
final lap and a bit of his own misfortune 
found Plessinger on the ground just 
long enough for Summers to break free 
for the win. Current series points leader 
Hatch filled out the podium and 
retained his series points lead with a 
third place finish. Fourth overall went to 
British import Paul Edmondson in his 
best (and only) series finish to date, 
rebounding from DNFs in the two pre- 
vious rounds. Team KTM's Jason Dahn- 
ers completed the top five. 

Riders that took time to walk the 
challenging and entertaining course 
before the event looked forward to the 
day's race with great anticipation and 
were not disappointed. Eight miles of 
virgin trail, grass track and a unique 
starting area were laid out by Racer Pro- 
ductions' Dave Coombs and Jeff Russell 
and proved to be a hit with competitors. 
After two tight turns, the start opened 
into a nearly half-mile section composed 
of two long, grassy straightaways 
designed to thin the pack before enter- 
ing the woods. Located in western 
South Carolina near the Georgia line, 
Cross Anchor shared similarities with 
the previous Road Atlanta round, an 
abundance of exposed roots littering the 
trail and perfectly clear skies and warm 
temperatures being the order of the day. 

Absent from the pro pits on this day 
were top 10 riders Randy Hawkins and 
Doug Blackwell. The two Yamaha com- 
petitors were both away to compete in 
other series with which they have com- 
mitments, Hawkins at the Kalgary, 
Texas, National Enduro and Blackwell 
at the Cadiz, Kentucky, Mid-South Hare

Scrambles. The Grand National Cross 
Country Series allows a rider to throw 
out their five lowest scores at season's 
end, so missing a round at this point 
does not seriously jeopardize their 
GNCC Series overall chances.

At the starter flags, Rodney Smith 
rocketed his Suzuki into the first turn 
ahead of the pack but drifted wide in 
the slick, grassy left hander, opening 
the door for teammate Hatch and the 
rest of the pack. A short straight and a 
90-degree right turn later, the track 
would open up into the first fast 
straightaway, where competitors 











would reach speeds estimated above 60 
mph. r 

The race would end here for former 
National Champion Fred Andrews and 
his Yamaha, just two turns and a couple 
of upshifts into the event. With Hatch 
pulling a clean holeshot and taking over 
as the new fastest starter in the series, 
Andrews held a close second before tak- 
ing a trip over the bars in a spectacular, 
end-over-end crash while the pack raced 
around him. With much speculation sur- 
rounding the cause of the endo, video- 
tape revealed that Andrews' rear wheel 
apparently hit a stump that was missed 
by his front tire, sending him over the 
bars and out of the race with a sore back. 

Once past the downed Yamaha, the 
order was Hatch, Plessinger, Smith, 
Summers, Edmondson and the rest of 
the pro field, as they disappeared from 
view. 

Road Atlanta winner and reigning 
National Hare Scrambles champ Rod- 
ney Smith would not fare much better 
than Andrews, losing the front end of 
his Suzuki before entering the woods for 
the first time, less than half a mile into 
the event. 

^We came out in the big grass field 
and I just went by Plessinger and the 
front end washed out and I went down. 
My knee was hurting real bad, and my 
side." 

Smith would forge onward but 
decided to call it quits during the second 
lap. 

“1 finished the first lap but starting 
into the second lap I got my bike stuck 
in the mud and my knee was hurting 
too bad to go on." 

Smith finished out the event in a 
lawn chair, while icing down his injured 
knee. 

First to appear from the woods at the 








completion of lap one was Summers 
with a comfortable 15-second lead. 
Hatch had dropped to second, followed 
by Suzuki teammate Edmondson an 
equal distance back, who was followed 
by Plessinger, Sport Cycle Racing/ 
Yamaha's Duane Conner, Smith, Dahn- 
ers and North Carolina’s Steve 
McSwain, on a Honda. The field was 
separated in near equally timed inter- 
vals, the top 10 all riding by themselves 
at this point. 

Plessinger would soon pass Edmond- 
son for third position, displacing 
“Eddy” to fourth, where he would even- 
tually finish. The top three positions 
belonged to Summers, Hatch and 
Plessinger and the trio would swap the 
lead numerous times over the course of 
the next five laps. 

Running securely behind Edmond- 
son in fifth position after three laps, 
Conner experienced trouble in the pits 
that took him out of the day’s running. 

“After I gassed, the bike quit and 
wouldn’t run,” Conner said. “I’m not 
sure what it (the problem) was.” 


Making it just beyond the pit area, 
Conner pushed his lifeless Yamaha back 
to his pit. 

“I drained the gas and put new gas in 
and it ran again.” 

Unfortunately, Conner had lost too 
much time to rejoin the fray. 

Hatch had assumed the lead by 
race’s midpoint, holding a five-second 
advantage on Summers. With 
Plessinger making up considerable 
time on the lead duo, Summers’ prob- 
lems began on lap four. As spectators 
awaited the arrival of the leaders at a 
creek jump / spectator point located two 
miles from the p area, Hatch flew by 
in the lead with Plessinger just off of 
the point position. Summers' silent 
Honda soon coasted into view, out of 
fuel. 

"Luckily, there were some people 
there and they had a quad. They turned 
the quad upside down and put some 
gas in a cup. Barry Hawk (a quadcycle 
champion) helped me out, and Mike 
Penland. I knew I only lost, maybe, a 








couple of minutes so I thought, if I just 
kept charging, maybe those guys would 
get tired. I just put my head down and 
went to work". 

Work he did, overcoming a two- 
minute deficit to eventually rejoin the 
lead battle.-Plessinger had overtaken 
Hatch for the lead and the two raced 
fender to fender, swapping the top posi- 
tion back and forth on laps five and six. 
Hatch said of the see-saw battle, "We 
just had some different lines and we 
were having a great time out there. You 
know, I could see that Scott Summers 
was coming but it wasn't really worth 
pushing too hard. I knew that it was 
gonna come down to the last lap with 
the three of us." 

Hatch's estimation proved correct. 
By the time the race entered the seventh 
and final lap, it was Plessinger with one 
second on Hatch and Summers just 11 
seconds behind and charging. In fourth 
trailed the Suzuki of Edmondson, now a 
minute and a half back. 

Hatch saw his winning chances dis-

appear on the final circuit when a crash 
damaged his steering damper. 

“1 messed up," Hatch said. “About 
six miles from the end I hit a tree head- 
on and it messed up my steering 
damper, so I couldn't turn right very 
well at all. I just kind of cruised in (after 
that)." 

Hatch would finish out his ride in 
third. 

Wheel to wheel for the lead now 
were Summers and Plessinger, riders 
well acquainted with battling each other 
for GNCC glory. Plessinger has a repu- 
tation for pulling out all of the stops in 
the final seconds of a race, whether he 
and his KTM are together or not and 
this one was shaping up to be a classic 
finish. 

With only two miles to go, it was 
reported that Plessinger and Summers 
had tangled, leaving Plessinger on the 
ground. Up and away, the KTM rider 
had nearly a mile of hidden woods and 
a grass track to make up his now 20-sec- 
ond deficit. He did make up most of the 
time necessary but not enough for the 
victory, leaving Summers to take his 
first GNCC win of the season with a 
scant two-second cushion. 

“When I saw the white flag I think I 
was maybe five seconds behind Scott 
and Steve, so I knew I’d made it this far, 
I'd better win this race now," Summers 
said. 

Concerning the contact that put him 
down with victory still within his grasp, 
Plessinger said, "I went to pass a lapped 
rider in the way and, when I went by 
him, a stick grabbed me and pulled me 
off the back of the bike. I got a little out 





































of shape and Summers went by me and 
hit my handlebar." 

The former National Champion, 
Plessinger, was not about to concede 
the victory at that point, though, 
adding, “I reeled him back in. About a 
quarter mile from the finish I wanted to 
make a pass on him over here in this 
woods section, but I was just a hair too 
short". 

Disappointed with second after com- 
ing so close to victory but still gracious 
in defeat, Plessinger admitted that was 
not the only time during the course of 





















the day that he found himself "out of 
shape." 

"I've been out of town for a month 
and haven't been able to train the way 
that I do when I'm at home,” Plessinger. 
“My legs got tired with two laps to go 
and I made a few mistakes. That's when 
Scott (Summers) caught me. This is the 
first time all year that I've really gone 
all-out for three hours." 

Summers also reflected on the condi- 
tioning that was necessary to take the 
win. "I had confidence going in that I 
could ride that motorcycle as fast as I 
could ride for three hours and that's 
pretty much what I did," Summers said. 
“I didn't want to have to do that but 
then I had problems with the gas. I'm 
going to thank my trainer when I get 
home." 

Behind Summers, Plessinger, Hatch, 
Edmondson and Dahners finished 
Andrews Yamaha's Jimmy Jarrett in 
sixth overall. Jarrett, last year's 200cc A 
series champion, won the day's 250cc A 
victory and pulled down his top 10 
overall placing after starting dead last in 
class and working through the pack. Vet 
A competitors Tom Carson and visiting 
Czechoslovakian Jan Hrehor finished in 
seventh and eighth overall, respectively. 
Steve McSwain, sixth placing AA rider, 
took home ninth overall, followed by 
Vet A Tim Shephard in 10th. CN

here was a time when picking 
i Bobby Schwartz to win the Coors 
Light Spring Classic at Costa Mesa 
Speedway was a no-brainer - just look at 
the books. The former two-time World 
Pairs and two-time U.S. National Cham- 
pion was the man to beat at the fabled 
Southern California speedway season 
opener from 1986-90. 

Seven years later, he is again. 

Schwartz, 39, more than showed his 
Spring Classic brilliance of old before 
6000 fans at the 29th running of the event 
to claim his sixth Coors Light Spring 
Classic title. In one of the most exciting 
Scratch feature races seen at Costa Mesa 
in recent years, he just beat reigning U.S. 
National Champion Steve Lucero back to 
the stripe at the end of the frantic four- 
lapper to earn the title. Ironically, the last 
time that Schwartz won it, he was wear- 
ing the number one himself. 

“Т like this," Schwartz said. “I really 
didn't know how I was going to do 
tonight. I haven't really been riding 
speedway. I stayed home from my Aus- 
tralian and New Zealand tours this year 
because I bought a new house. I'm 
happy. I'm excited. I really didn't have 
that much confidence." 

What Schwartz lacked in confidence, 
he more than made up for with quick 
starts and riding technique on a tricky 
Costa Mesa oval that did offer outside 
grip to anyone brave enough to risk 
track position in search of it. 

Lucero started off the scratch pro- 
gram with a heat win in event 11 as he 
gated Robert Pfetzing, Pat Linn and 
Craig Furman and sped off to victory. 
Pfetzing followed Lucero home for the 
transfer to the semis. Schwartz followed 
suit as he grabbed heat 12 while being 
pursued by Shawn McConnell. Andy 
Northrup took a win over Brad Oxley in 
heat 14 as both riders advanced, and 
three-time and defending event winner 
Mike Faria took care of business in the

final scratch heat with Ed Castro finish- 
ing second and moving up the ladder. 

The semis and the last chance qualifi- 
er set the field for the heads-up, five- 
man four-lap Spring Classic feature, and 
the races were telling indeed. The first 
semi pitted heavy hitters Schwartz, 
Lucero and Oxley with the champion 
taking a surprising back seat to winner 
Oxley and Schwartz. Pfetzing got an 
excellent gate in the second semi, tow- 
ing Northrup along with him, while 
Faria, like Lucero, floundered in the 
back, desperately trying to get past both 
Northrup and Pfetzing. It wasn't to be. 

Things got better for Lucero and 
worse for Faria in the last chance as 
Lucero got back on pace with a light- 
ning-fast victory. Faria's night, however 
was practically over after the first turn, 
where he got the holeshot from gate 
three but bobbled just enough to let 
Lucero get underneath and pull away. It 
was a disappointing finish for the 40- 
year-old who will spend his year back in 
California after a two-year stint overseas 
in the British Premier League. 





Rick Pearce started his first division career 
off in style by holding off veteran Shawn 
McConnell to win the Handicap feature. 


"I'm bummed," Faria said. "Things 
just didn't work out. My bike still has the 
same setup on it from the National last 
year. I should have changed the timing. 
I'm just a little rusty. I should have prac- 
ticed. I ain't a spring chicken anymore. It 
won't be like this on opening night!" 

When the riders rolled to the line for 
the Spring Classic main event, Pfetzing 
lined up on the pole with Lucero to his 
immediate right. Northrup was in gate 
three while Schwartz occupied gate four 
and Oxley was against the wall in five. 
When the tapes went up Schwartz 
appeared to get the drop on the rest of 
the field, but Lucero was there to meet 
him when the field hit turn one and the 
champ forced his longtime nemesis 
wide to the dirt line as they came off 
turn two side by side. Schwartz's 
chances appeared to be spoiled, but he 
got a huge drive as he hung his GM out

against the wall to rocket back into con- 
tention with Lucero down the back 
straight. Meanwhile, Pfetzing had 
pulled out.on Oxley and Northrup and 
set himself up in a great position to 
watch the battle ahead of him. Pfetzing 
would wind up third. 

"That was the fastest main event I've 
ever been in here at Costa Mesa - I 
swear," Pfetzing said. "The momentum 
just kept building. It was a good race. I 
kept thinking that I was going to get one 
of those guys up front, because you 
always figure that the inside guy will go 
after the outside guy. If Steve would 
have gotten Bobby, then I would have 
gotten Bobby. There was good dirt out 
there, but it was just too far out there." 

Apparently not for Schwartz. The 
lead battle continued with Lucero again 
keeping Schwartz on the outside. But 
Schwartz got hold of the track time and 
again to shoot up the front straight 
before pulling around Lucero in one and 
then drifting across the groove back to 
the outside off turn two. Lucero clung to 
the pole and the pair continued their 
high-speed ballet for almost three laps 
before Schwartz finally got the slight 
edge he would need with a big drive off 
turn two just before the lead duo took 
the white flag. Lucero never gave up, 
but when they fell under Jerry King's 
checkered flag Schwartz just beat the 
champion to the line as the crowd 
roared its approval. 

“Second - I’m changing my number 
to two!" Lucero said in mock anger. 
"The track was in really good condition. 
I just tried a little too hard. I couldn't 
really chase Bobby because of the line he 
was running. I got out of the gate good, 
but it drove me just a little too deep into 
the corner and I couldn't get my 
momentum going. But hey, that's what 
speedway is all about." 

“If the track hadn't been as good as it 
was, there would have been no way that 
I could have pulled that off,” Schwartz 
said of his inside-outside riding tech- 
nique. "I was just hoping that I could 
get some momentum going. I knew that 
when I got that really good shot off turn 
two on lap three that I was going to be 
okay. It was nice to be able to do that. If 
I hadn't, who knows how much longer 
it would have been before I won again? 
I just wish we had more races each 
week. After 24 years, this is still fun." 
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In other racing action, Bakersfield 
rider Rick Pearce piloted a Jawa to his 
first division-one main-event victory as 
he grabbed the lead after fhe first lap 
and held off a very determined Shawn 
McConnell to take the eight-man, eight- 
lap Handicap main-event win. Pearce 
started off the 20-yard line and dis- 
placed Brian Pappalardo in turns one 
and two on lap two to take the lead 
while McConnell worked his way up 
from the 40 with Lucero and Oxley in 
tow from the 50. Pearce somehow broke 
the spell that Costa Mesa has on its 
rookie riders by managing to cling to 
the pole despite McConnell's typically 
excellent effort to dethrone him, and 
when all was said and done, Pearce had 
the victory. 

“I think we went 15 laps," Pearce 
joked. “There was a lot of pressure out 
there. This is my first year in first divi- 
sion, and I came to try and win, but 
there was a lot of pressure with these 
guys. They've been doing it for years 
and years. If you don't stay on the pipe 
here, they'll go right by you." 

The sidecar main event came down 
to a shootout between the potent rig of 
Dwayne Carmont and Richard Talling, 
and perennial Mission Yamaha favorites 
John Matherson arid Scott Cole. Car-

Bryan Thompson led every lap of the 
Support main, which was slowed by 
several restarts due to crashes. Once 
underway, Thompson was never head- 
ed en route to the first Support feature 
win of the year. N

SG. Blackwell snagged top hon- 

ors at the Moonshine Hare Scram- 
bles in Cadiz, Kentucky, when he pow- 
ered his Yamaha to a last-turn pass to 
take top honors at round 10 of the Mid- 
South Winter Hare Scrambles Series. 

The Moonshine Hare Scrambles, laid 
out by racemasters Bob and Steve 
Thomas and the Western Kentucky 
Trailriders incorporated a mix of nearly 
every type of terrain. The course con- 
tained everything from a mile-long 
creek bed to short, steep hills and 
faster-than-normal woods trails on 
which nearly everyone agreed was one 
of the best runs to date. 

Team Green/Perry's Kawasaki's 
Mike Morris got things started off as he 
shot to an early lead and continued out 
front until he overshot a turn at about 
the five-mile marker on the 7.2-mile 
course. Blackwell was there to seize the 
moment and take control of the race, as 
he led at lap's end. Morris held second, 
while Sportcycle KTM's Mike Cornett 
was in third. Sarge’s Cycles Robert Pat- 
terson moved his Suzuki up to the 
fourth spot, and Mike Sampson, anoth- 
er Team Green rider, checked in fifth 
after a frustrating first lap. 

“I was really frustrated after the first 
lap," Sampson said. "Every time I 





would get going and things started to 
click, I would hit something and fall or 
screw up, but after that first lap things 
went a whole lot better." 

Blackwell continued out front 
through the second of six laps. Morris 
developed a rear flat on the first lap and 
signaled to his pit crew. He rode the sec- 
ond lap on the flat and then pitted at the 
end of lap two. Cornett continued in 
third as Sampson was on the gas and 
moved past Patterson to check in at 
lap's end in fourth. Blackwell rode out 
front unchallenged through the third 
lap. 

Sampson, on the other hand, was on 
the go and moved his Kawasaki past 
Cornett to take over the second spot. 
Patterson moved up to fourth, while 
Indiana's John Maschino on his Great 
Dave's Performance Motorcycles 
moved his new TM into the top five in 
fifth. 

Blackwell held onto to about a 30- 
second lead over Sampson at the begin- 
ning of lap four, but by lap's end Samp- 
son was up to his. rear wheel and 
applying pressure. Cornett still had 
third while Patterson hung in there in 
fourth, and Morris was back on the gas 
and by lap's end displaced Maschino for 
fifth. 

Sampson shot into the lead about 
halfway through the lap in the creek 
section and continued out front. Black- 
well came in second at lap's end, while 








Morris was on a mission of his own and 
into third. Patterson held onto fourth as 
Cornett dropped back to fifth. 

Sampson continued out front as he 
blazed through the last lap in the lead 
until about a mile from the finish when 
he encountered lapped riders and Black- 
well caught and passed him.

Michael Montoya won his second straight Coors 
Light/TonrSera Racing Formula Two race dur- 
ing the third round of Willow Springs Motorcy- 
cle Club racing activities at Willow Springs 
International Raceway.

Leivan pounds Park Hills HS

Steve Leivan began his quest for a fifth Missouri 
Hare Scrambles Overall Championship with a 
convincing win at the season opener in Park 
Hills. The Missouri Mudders laid out a challeng- 
ing 12-mile course in St. Joe State Park that 
became even more demanding due to morning 
showers that left portions of the trail extremely 
soft and rutted. Of the 269 starters, only seven 
were able to complete four laps. 

Chad Busenbark grabbed the holeshot, with 
four-stroke ATK rider Chris Caplinger and 
Leivan in third. Early mistakes by both front- 
runners allowed Leivan to take the lead and stay 
in front for much of the first lap. Due to the poor 
weather conditions, very few riders chose to 
take a practice lap. This allowed for a tightly 
bunched group of AA riders at the conclusion of 
lap one led by Chris Graber, Caplinger, Leivan, 
and the Yamahas of Ken Yount and Busenbark. 

Many of the front-runners stopped for gog- 
gles or gloves after the first lap, mixing up the 
order somewhat. Graber kept his Honda in the 
lead for several miles until getting hung up 
momentarily on one of the uphills. Leivan 
seized the opportunity-and inherited the lead 
once more. His lead at the end of the second lap 
would measure 25 seconds over Busenbark. 
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However, Leivan chose to stop for fuel surren- 
dering the lead. Then Busenbark pitted a few 
feet farther down the course and Leivan was 
back in control. 

Leivan kept his Surdyke Motorsports/ 
Answer-backed WR250 upright for the final two 
circuits, stretching his lead to nearly four min- 
utes at the finish, proving that he is indeed 
ready for the 1997 season. 

“I believe that I am more confident and bet- 
ter prepared right now than I have ever been 
and 1 am really looking forward to the rest of the 
year," Leivan said after the event. "It should be 
a good one." 

Graber completed a great ride by taking the 
runner-up position and surprising a few people 
along the way. 1996 series runner-up Leigh 
Letellier moved up from a sixth-place position 
on laps one and two to claim third spot. Busen- 
bark inherited fourth at the finish when Ken 
Yount ran out of gas a few feet from the finish, 
rounding out the top five overall.

Gardner rips Reddick MX

More than 350 riders competed in the opening 
round of the Yamaha/Parts Unlimited Florida 
MX Sunshine State Championship Series held at 
Motocross of Marion County. Todd Gardner 
picked up where he left off last year by winning 
all four motos in the Open Money and Over 25 
classes. 

In the first Open Money moto, Gardner led 
the 10-rider field into turn one with Jacob Fogg, 
Brad Jerminski, Al Sanders and Shaw Dunkel all 
in close pursuit. Fogg hounded leader Gardner 
for three laps until he slid out in a turn and 
handing second to Jerminski. Ronnie Renner 
was on the move after a bad start as he worked 
his way into fifth by the fifth circuit. Dunkel 
passed Sanders at the halfway point as did Ren- 
ner a few turns later. Gardner held on for the 
seemingly easy win over Jerminski, Dunkel, 
Renner and Sanders. 

Moto twp saw Gardner grab the holeshot 
with Fogg, Dunkel, Sanders and Jerminski giv- 
ing chase. Fogg, once again, pressured Gardner 
for the point position until falling on lap two. 
After that, Fogg packed it in for the day. 

Sanders suddenly found himself in second, 
then he out-jumped Dunkel to take over the 
lead. Renner was on the move after another bad 
start and but was in control of fifth after only 
three laps. Within two laps, Renner had moved 
by Jerminski, Sanders and Dunkel to take over 
the runner-up spot, but he had no chance of 
catching Gardner, who was long gone at that 
point. When the checkered flag came out, Gard- 
ner scored the win and overall for the day. 

Gardner later returned to win both Over 25 
motos over Tom Dixon and Tim Eggers. 

Ryan Davis was another double-class win- 
ning, topping all four motos in 80cc 12- to 15- 
year-old and Supermini divisions. 

Kyle Chisholm was the only three class win- 
ner. Kyle scored the hat trick in the Pee-Wee 
Modified, 60cc 9-11-year-old and the 80cc 7-11- 
year-old divisions. He won all six motos.

John Hilton made the trek north from his 
regular Willow Springs haunt to campaign his 
Honda RC30. The unique drone of his V-four 
engine made all the more noticeable by the 
absence of the AFM's resident Honda superbik- 
er and number two plate holder, Joe Brett 
Williams. Williams was expected to provide a 
serious challenge for Rapp again this season, but 
like last year's number three overall, Doug 
DeRyke, did not participate in the non-points 
paying event. Brian LeFevre finished 10th on his 
Yamaha TZ250, the first two stroke across the 
line. 

The narrow track made passing difficult all 
weekend and when combined with the incredi- 
ble speeds the track layout provided, made it 
difficult on the 250s to use their superior corner- 
ing speeds to pass and make it stick down the 
ensuing straight. 

Grid positions are all that was at stake this 
weekend as the AFM elected to run the track for 
the first time on a non-points basis before they 
return to Sears Point, so Rapp still has a long 
season ahead of him if he wants to retain his 
title. Only three of last season's top ten riders 
competed in the opening round, with the Day- 
tona 200 drawing several riders down to Florida. 
Geep Terranova is still sitting on the sidelines 
awaiting the funds to buy a new bike.

Motorcycles were always cool, but 
only the heavy American-built kind ever 
got a lot of notice in Hollywood. Sure, 
there were a few great movies "Little 
Fauss & Big Halsey,” "On Any Sunday" 
and a few not-so-great ones "Winner 
Take All,” "On Any Sunday II). There 
was even a long-forgotten Peanuts tele- 
vision special called "You're a Winner, 
Charlie Brown" that played off the 
1970s motocross surge - lovable loser 
Charlie Brown wearing a pumpkin for a 
helmet in his race against the mysteri- 
ous Masked Marvel, who was actually 
his dog Snoopy. Anyway, motorcross 
was a big for a while in Hollywood but 
then the Karate Kid took the place of 
The Dirt Bike Kid, computer games 
became cooler than riding motorcycles, 
and having ex-soldiers blowing up 
entire cities became an even bigger box 
office draw than Steve McQueen jump- 
ing any fence. 

Now it seems like the trend is com- 
ing back and dirt bike racing, especially 
the AMA Supercross Series, has become 
a hot scene for Hollywood hipsters and 
professional athletes from other sports. 
For instance, at this weekend's Orlando 
SX the press box held seats for MTV 
anti-vixen Kennedy, Orlando Magic bas- 
ketball players Dennis Scott and Penny 
Hardaway, racer-turned-rapper-turned- 
racer again Vanilla Ice, and Mark Martin 
of the #2 car. No one was sure whether 
Penny and the NASCAR guy ever 
showed up, but Kennedy, Scott and the 
Iceman cometh.
